T he Jockey Club is projec¬ 
ting a 2008 North Amer¬ 
ican registered Thorough¬ 
bred foal crop of 37,500, 
equivalent to the forecast for 
the 2007 registered foal crop 
announced at this time last 
year. 

The foal crop projection 
is computed by using Reports 
of Mares Bred (RMBs) 
received to date for the 2007 
breeding season. RMBs are to 
be filed by August 1 of each 
breeding season. 

Stallion owners and man¬ 
agers who have not yet sub¬ 
mitted their RMBs for the 
2007 breeding season should 
do so as soon as possible to 
avoid delays in receiving their 
Service Certificates. Submis¬ 
sion of RMBs can be accom- 
phshed quickly and easily 


through Interactive Registra¬ 
tion (IR), the online service 
that enables registered users 
to perform virtually aU regis¬ 
tration-related activities over 
the Internet. IR is available at 
www.registry.jockeyclub.com. 

Foal registration is to 
be completed within 12 
months of the birth of the 
foal. However, late registra¬ 
tion is available for additional 
fees, making actual foal crop 
counts problematic before 
December 31 of the crop’s 
2-year-old year, the time by 
which the vast majority of the 
foal crop has been registered.

PRESIDENTIAUFFAIR 



P residentialaffair, a son of 
Not For Love—Quite 
Amazing, by Bear Hunt, 
was born in the era of the Clin¬ 
ton/Lewinsky scandal. And he 
hved up to his name with a 
high-profile career. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Jeff 
and Lori Swatsworth’s Will Run 
Farm, he was spotted by trainer 
Marty Ciresa at the 2000 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale for $25,000. 

His early career was com¬ 
promised by a cracked shin and 
back problem, and in frustra¬ 
tion his owner sent him to 
another trainer. Ciresa claimed 
back Presidentialaffair, on the 
account of his father, Edward 
Ciresa, when the gelding ran 
for $20,000 in June 2003 at 
Monmouth Park. 

“He was tough from the very 
beginning. He never showed 
me any mercy. He tried to kill 
me all the time,” Ciresa joked. 
“Everything was a struggle 
with him, but it was all a game. 
He is so smart, and he just 
wanted to test you all the time. 
And he was fast. He wanted to 
go as far and as fast as he could. 
He was one of those horses 
that understood that his rider 
was just a passenger—all they 
had to do was let him run. 

“He was always my father’s 
favorite,” added Ciresa. 

Presidentialaffair quickly 
rewarded the Ciresas’ faith, win¬ 
ning three allowance races in a 
row that summer, all by gener¬ 
ous margins. That September, 
their friend Vincent Papandrea 
became a part owner. 

Presidentialaffair’s breakout 
performance came in that Octo¬ 
ber’s Maryland Million Classic. 
Making his stakes debut, he 
dueled to the wire with two-time 
Maryland Million Classic hero 
Docent, and missed by a nose. 

Proving that performance 
was no fluke, Presidentialaffair 
came back a month later to win 
the Grade 3 Stuyvesant Handi¬ 
cap at Aqueduct. 

In 2004, Presidentialaffair 
stepped up to the plate against 


heavyhitters. He scored the 
first win of his 5-year-old sea¬ 
son that July at Monmouth 
by setting a new track record 
in the Skip Away Stakes, then 
led wire-to-wire in the Salva¬ 
tor Mile Handicap-G3, besting 
Unforgettable Max. In his next 
start, the Iselin Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G3, he set the early 
pace before finishing second to 
the eventual Horse of the Year 
Ghostzapper. 

Again facing Ghostzapper in 
the Grade 1 Woodward Stakes 
at Belmont that September, 
Presidentialaffair was bumped 
at the start and forced wide, 
finishing seventh in a field that 
included another future Horse 
of the Year, Saint Liam. 

A foot abscess was diag¬ 
nosed after the Woodward, and 
Ciresa—who had been hoping 
to take Presidentialaffair to the 
Breeders’ Cup that fall—^in¬ 
stead struggled to get him back 
on track for the Maryland Mil- 
hon Classic. Presidentialaffair 
dominated the Classic that 
October, scoring by a length 


and three-quarters over Agga- 
dan in what would be his final 
start of the year. 

Returning to the track at 
age 6 in April 2005, he kicked 
off the season by winning the 
Jim McKay Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap by seven and half 
lengths—and recording a 
career-best 116 Beyer speed 
figure, the seventh-highest of 
any horse that year. 

A month later, he contested 
the Grade 1 Pimlico Special, 
setting the pace before finish¬ 
ing third to Eddington and 
Pollard’s Vision over a muddy 
track. His final victory came that 
November, when he cruised to 
a 16%-length victory in the 
Mountaineer Mile Handicap. 

In four seasons on the 
track, Presidentialaffair won 
or placed in 19 of 28 starts, 
earning $765,168. He won six 
stakes (two graded) and on 12 
occasions recorded Beyer fig¬ 
ures of 100 or more. 

This past April, Presiden¬ 
tialaffair went to live at Dixie 
Springs Farm in Oxford, Pa., 


under the care of Cindy Bogus, 
who operates a Thoroughbred 
la 3 mp and reschoohng opera¬ 
tion. Bogus’s main farm, also 
known as Dixie Springs, is 
located in Colora, Md. 

Ciresa had been referred to 
Bogus a few years ago by Dr. 
Arthur Stitzer and his assis¬ 
tant at the time, Ann Wolfe. 
“I met Marty when he was 
at Philadelphia Park,” Bogus 
explained. “Marty had gotten 
me some other horses in the 
past. He said, ‘This horse is 
very special to me; I don’t want 
anything bad to happen.’ I said, 
‘Marty, I’U keep him forever if 
he’s not a resale prospect.’ ” 

While Bogus predicts that 
Presidentialaffair, called Billy, 
may not be quite sound enough 
for a career in the show ring, 
she’s confident he will even¬ 
tually be able to handle light 
pleasure and trail riding. Both 
she and her husband, David, 
marveled at how quickly BiUy 
made the adjustment from race 
horse to retiree. 

“From day one,” David 
Bogus said, “it was as though 
he said ‘Okay, I’m just going to 
relax now’ ” 

Added Cindy: “We just let 
him detox and be a horse. He 
hangs out in a 30-acre field 
with another gelding. And he’s 
already got a girlfriend.” 

Presidentialaffair also has a 
devoted friend in Ciresa, who 
visits weekly with his young 
daughter and carrots in tow. 
Accompanied for this inter¬ 
view by Billy’s longtime groom, 
Ricardo Ruiz, Ciresa reveled in 
the opportunity to talk about 
his star. 

Over the years, the Ciresas 
turned down lucrative offers 
for Presidentialaffair. 

“We couldn’t be happier 
with the way things worked 
out,” Ciresa said. “It’s more 
fun now to look back on it. 
And the truth is, you can’t buy 
something like this. It’s been 
the experience of a lifetime.”

IN MEMORIAM 


DANIEL B. BREWSTER: FORMER U.S. SENATOR AND 
LONGTIME MARYLAND HORSEMAN 



F ormer U.S. Senator 

Daniel Baugh Brewster, 
renowned within his 
native Maryland as a horse¬ 
man as well as an elected lead¬ 
er, died on August 19 at the 
age of 83. 

Sen. Brewster was counted 
among the pioneers of the 
1960s civil rights movement. 

Elected to the Maryland 
House of Delegates in 1950, 
at the age of 26, he won every 
election he entered until 1968, 
when he failed in his bid for a 
second term in the U.S. Senate. 
Before being elected to the 
Senate in 1962, he served two 
terms in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 


He was a decorated com¬ 
bat veteran of World War II, 
and remained in the Marine 
Corps Reserve until retiring as 
a full colonel in 1972. 

Sen. Brewster came from a 
family that was deeply involved 
in the Maryland horse commu¬ 
nity. His grandfather Benjamin 
Harris Brewster, father, Daniel 
Baugh Brewster, and brother 
Walter Wickes Brewster, were 
all Masters of the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds. 

Sen. Brewster became 
involved in horses at a young 
age and began training and 
riding his own timber horses, 
as weU as riding for other own¬ 
ers, when he returned home 


from the war. He rode primar¬ 
ily in timber races from 1948 
to ’53, winning five sanctioned 
timber events and numerous 
point-to-points. 

For five consecutive years 
beginning in 1948, Sen. Brew¬ 
ster rode in the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. He finished fourth twice 
—^in 1949 on Chftons Dan and 
in 1952 on Bachelor’s Double. 
He was pleased that two of his 
children, Gerry L. Brewster 
and Danielle Brewster Os ter, 
continued the tradition by rid¬ 
ing in the Hunt Cup. 

In 1948 he won both races 
at the Manor Races—the John 
Rush Streett Memorial on Har¬ 
vey Fruehauf’s Prolepsis and 
the My Lady’s Manor on Mrs. 
DeWitt Sage’s Curwick Tim. 

Thirty years later, in 1978, 
he slimmed down at age 55 
and came back to ride in the 
My Lady’s Manor again, finish¬ 
ing third. 

From 1954 to 1969, Sen. 
Brewster maintained an active 
commercial breeding and 
boarding operation at Worth¬ 
ington Farms in Glyndon, 
Md., standing a number of 
stallions, including Pied d’Or, 
Umbrella FeUa and Yes You 
Will. In 1969, he sold the farm 
to current owners Duck and 
Glennie Martin. 

Over the past 30 years he 
owned flat and steeplechase 
horses, and, according to 
his family, he rarely missed 
an auction sale at Timonium. 
His Windy Meadows Farm in 
Glyndon, where he and his 
wife, Judy, continued to make 
their home until this past sum¬ 
mer, was a hub of activity with 


horses owned by Sen. Brewster 
and others. 

Mary Eppler, who launched 
her career at Windy Meadows, 
trained the senator’s flat horses 
for the past 25 years and kept 
layups at his farm. 

Sen. Brewster’s best horses 
were Rolling Cart and Seven 
Rogues. Seven Rogues (by 
What a Rogue) won 11 races 
and placed in four stakes for 
him, before being claimed 
away. Ms. Eppler later bought 
back Seven Rogues privately, 
and she became a multiple 
stakes producer. Seven Rogues 
is buried at Windy Meadows, 
where she made her home for 
nearly 25 years. 

Rolling Cart (a 1985 son 
of Cold Reception), bred by 
Sen. Brewster, was a stakes 
performer on the flat and over 
hurdles. He was voted Mary- 
land-bred steeplechaser of the 
year for 1993, the season in 
which he won the Maryland 
Million Steeplechase. With six 
additional stakes placings to 
his credit. Rolling Cart retired 
with a record of 74 starts, 17 
wins, 17 seconds and 11 thirds, 
and earnings of $316,003. His 
career spanned eight seasons. 

Sen. Brewster was a long¬ 
time director and former pres¬ 
ident of the Maryland State 
Fair and Agricultural Society 
as well as a life founding mem¬ 
ber of Shawan Downs. 

‘At the end of the day, 
nothing made him happier 
than being on the farm with 
his family and horses,” noted 
Danielle Brewster Os ter. 
“Until one year ago, at 82 years 
old, he fixed every fence board 
and mowed every field.” 


ROBERT SIRAVO 

Robert D. Siravo, 52, 
twice the leading trainer at 


Philadelphia Park, in 1983 and 
’84, died on August 4. 

Mr. Siravo was the nation’s 
leading trainer by percentage 
of wins from starts in 1983. 


A native of Providence, 
R.L, he was a presence at tracks 
throughout the East Coast. 
In recent years he was based 


at Charles Town and Suffolk 
Downs. 
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BEVERLY P. (TUFFY) HACKER: 

FORMER TRAINER AND HORSEMEN’S ADVOCATE 



everly P. (Tuffy) Hacker, 
one of the most accom¬ 
plished trainers ever to 
make his career in Maryland, 


died on August 13 at the age 
of 85. 

Mr. Hacker, a native of 
Manchester, Ky, launched his 



career in racing when he was 
14 years old. ‘‘I was a htde 
ole runt and mean as heU,’’ 
he recalled in a 1978 inter¬ 
view in The Maryland Horse. 
Mr. Hacker, who never stood 
more than 5’2”, signed on with 
a trainer and rose through the 
ranks as a hotwalker and exer¬ 
cise rider before riding races in 
Cuba at age 15. 

He soon moved back 
to Charles Town, where he 
won with his first mount. 
Mr. Hacker won tiding titles 
at Charles Town, and the 
Maryland half-mile tracks of 
Cumberland and Bel Air in the 
late 1930s, before buying out 
his contract for $1,000. 

In the early 1940s, he 
enjoyed success as a stable 
rider for the late John H.C. 
Forbes (father of present-day 
trainer John Forbes), before 
being drafted into the Army. 
During World War II, he 
served in the horse cavalry 
and later in the mechanized 
cavalry. He was decorated for 
his combat service in France. 

Discharged from the mili¬ 
tary in 1945, he returned to 
riding. ‘‘In 1947 I told my 
wife, Evelyn, that when I got 
$10,000 in the bank I was 
gonna quit riding,” Mr. Hacker 
stated. “I reached that goal in 
1949. So I quit.” 


Mr. Hacker spent two years 
in the employ of trainer Buddy 
Hirsch, then went out on his 
own in 1951, with an operation 
based at Charles Town. He 
subsequently moved his base 
of operations to Maryland, 
with his major clients including 
Milton Pohnger, Dr. Robert 
A. Leonard, Art Rooney, J.T 
Gibson, Floyd Lankford and 
the Fourbros Stable (brothers 
Robert and Tom Manfuso and 
George and Jeff Huguely). 

Among the best horses to 
make their mark for Mr. Hacker 
were stakes winners Christo¬ 
pher R. (1975 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year), Rollicking 
(co-champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old male in 1969, and a 
leading Maryland sire), Jackie 
Dare (also a champion in her 
native state of Maryland), 
Shelter Half (another promi¬ 
nent Maryland sire), Flamin 
Hat and Out in Space. 

A longtime director of 
the Maryland/Charles Town/ 
Delaware division of the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, Mr. 
Hacker was also a tenacious 
and effective advocate on 
behalf of horsemen. 

Mr. Hacker retired from 
training in the 1980s. Survivors 
include Evelyn Hacker, his 
wife of more than 60 years.

Now’s the time 
to protest the 
Sun's cutbacks 


W hen live racing resumed in Maryland in August 
after the annual summer break, racing entries and 
results in daily print editions of the Baltimore Sun 
did not. The newspaper wants readers to visit its Web site 
for this information. 

It’s a sign of the times, of course. Major newspapers 
are shifting more of their editorial content online, and also 
cutting back ever more drastically on their coverage of 
horse racing. 

But those explanations don’t make sense. 

The Sun is turning its back on some of its most loyal 
readers—people who used to foUow the entries and 
results at Laurel Park and Pimlico on a regular basis. 

Many of them don’t use computers. And people who go 
online to hunt for racing statistics almost never choose 
a newspaper Web site. If the Sun is concerned about 
maintaining its reader base (and what publication isn’t?), its 
cavalier disregard for horse racing is taking it in the wrong 
direction. 

Maryland Racing Commission chairman John P. 
McDaniel assembled a group of industry representatives 
who were scheduled to meet with Sunpapers editors in 
mid-September. 

Meanwhile, racing fans are urged to contact the Sun 
directly. Protests from readers have made an impact in the 
past.

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A bright, breezy summer 
Sunday at Monmouth 
Park proved the perfect 
day to shine for Any Given 
Saturday, who recorded his first 
Grade 1 victory by taking the 
40th running of the Haskell 
Invitational in front of a crowd 
of 43,106. 

WinStar Farm LLC and 
Padua S tables's Any Given 
Saturday, who has ranked 
among the leaders of the 2007 
sophomore class since nearly 
knocking off champion Street 
Sense in March at Tampa Bay 
Downs, demonstrated once 
again that on any given day 
there are a number of good 
3-year-olds capable of jumping 
up and taking the big prize. The 
Distorted Humor coifs turn 
came in dominating fashion, as 
he cruised home by four and 
a half lengths over Kentucky 
Derby-Gl runner-up Hard 
Spun, who held off Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner CurHn by a 
head. 

The depth and durability of 
this year's 3-year-old crop was 
obvious when the entries came 
out for Monmouth's $1 milhon 
signature race. 

Of the eight entered in the 
Haskell, the 13th of 14 races 
on the mammoth August 5 
card, six had contested at least 
one of the Triple Crown races, 
five were graded stakes win¬ 
ners, five were also coming into 
the race off of a win—and aU 
were looking to one-up the pro 
tern division leader, Kentucky 
Derby winner Street Sense, 
who bypassed the Haskell to 
stay in Saratoga. Unfortunately, 
Grade 1 -winning Cahfornia 
shipper Stormello, who had 
made aU four of his starts this 
year east of the Mississippi, 
coHcked soon after arriving at 
Monmouth Park on the Friday 
evening before the Haskell and 
was scratched. 

Any Given Saturday, repre¬ 
senting the formidable opera¬ 
tion of leading trainer Todd 
Pletcher, came into the Haskell 
off a spectacular effort in 
Belmont Park's Dwyer S takes- 


G2 on July 4, in which he drew 
off to defeat Nobiz Like Shobiz 
by four lengths. He earned a 
110 Beyer speed figure that 
day—only Curhn, with a 111 
Beyer in the Preakness, record¬ 
ed a higher hfetime figure. 

Curhn, the first classic win¬ 
ner to hne up in the Haskell 
since Funny Cide (who fin¬ 
ished third in 2003), went off 
as the 0.90-1 favorite. As part 
of the conditions of the race, 
any starter who had not won a 
Grade 1 race at a mile or over 
in 2007 was given a four-pound 
break in the weights. Curhn 
thus carried 122; the others 
were in with 118. 

Any Given Saturday, search¬ 
ing for his first win at the mile 
and an eighth distance, was the 
second choice at 1.80-1. 

Surprisingly, Fox Hill Farms 
Inc.'s graded stakes winner 
Hard Spun—who also finished 
third in the Preakness and had 
never been worse than fourth 
in nine career starts—^was third 
choice at a generous 4.80-1. 

Monmouth-based Cable 
Boy, trained by Patrick McBur- 
ney for James Dinan and Phan¬ 
tom House Farm, zipped away 
from the gate in an attempt 
to remain undefeated, and set 
the opening fractions of :23.49 
and :47.11 while on a clear easy 
lead. Edgar Prado took back on 
the usually speedy Xchanger, 
winner of Monmouth's Grade 
3 Sapling Stakes the previous 
September, so those closest to 
Cable Boy in the early running 
were Hard Spun, with Mario 
Pino aboard, and Any Given 
Saturday, who broke sharply 
from the one post and settled 
along the rail in third under 
Garrett Gomez. 

After three-quarters of 
a mile in 1:10.70, Hard Spun 
made his move to get to the 
front as the field entered the far 
turn. Robby Albarado had been 
biding his time on Curhn, who 
galloped along behind the top 
flight for the first half mile, but 
gradually worked his way up to 
the leaders and wedged his way 
between Any Given Saturday 


and Xchanger before they left 
the backstretch. 

Sweeping around the far 
turn, Curhn drifted out and 
Any Given Saturday was given 
the cue to go. The handsome 
dark bay colt accelerated past 
Hard Spun as they straight¬ 
ened into the stretch, with 
the latter digging in gamely to 
hold off Curhn. Any Given 
Saturday stopped the clock in 
1:48.35, the fastest time since 
War Emblem's 1:48.21 in 2002. 
Imawildandcrazyguy, who had 
finished fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby, also got up for fourth in 
the HaskeU, and was followed 
by Cable Boy, Xchanger and 
Reata's Shadow. 

In addition to owning an 
interest in Any Given Saturday, 
Satish Sanan's Padua Stables 
is also part-owner of Curhn 
(along with Stones tree t Stables, 
George Bolton and Midnight 
Cry Stables). Together, the two 
colts earned $750,000 on the 
day. 

Pletcher, who sent out Blue- 
grass Cat to win the HaskeU for 
WinStar Farm in 2006, reflect¬ 
ed on this year's running, ‘fit's 
a rare occasion when a race 
unfolds the way we thought 
it would," said the three-time 
Echpse Award winner. “His 
two races since the Derby have 
been extra special." 

“It reahy ah went to plan," 
added Gomez, who also rode 
the colt in the Dwyer and the 
Derby. 

Any Given Saturday, a $1.1 
milhon Keeneland September 
sales yearhng, won for the 
fifth time in nine starts, and 
with two seconds and a third, 
has earnings of $989,213. His 
only off-the-board finish came 
when he was eighth, beaten 
10V2 lengths by Street Sense, in 
the Derby and exited the race 
with a bruised right front foot. 

“I knew he was a better 
horse than he showed in the 
Derby," said Gomez. “When I 
sat atop him in the Dwyer, he 
was a different horse. He was 
the same today, and I was very 
confident." 


Ranked among the top 
2-year-olds on the 2006 Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap, based 
on his close second-place fin¬ 
ish to Tiz Wonderful in his 
stakes debut, the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes-G2, Any 
Given Saturday won the Sam 
F. Davis Stakes at Tampa Bay 
Downs in his first start this 
year, then battled head-to- 
head with Street Sense in the 
Tampa Bay Derby-G3, missing 
by a nose. He was also Grade 
1-placed in the spring, when 
third to Nobiz Like Shobiz 
and Sightseeing in the Wood 
Memorial at Aqueduct. 

Now that the weU-traveled 
colt has a win at Monmouth, 
his connections are setting their 
sights on the Breeders' Cup 
Classic-Gl over the same track. 
“Having a race over the surface 
can't be anything but positive," 
said Pletcher. 

SOMETHING FOR 
EVERYONE 

Six stakes supported the 
HaskeU undercard, and it was 
no surprise to see Pletcher have 
his hand in another as he sent 
out Roshani to take the Match¬ 
maker Stakes-G3 immediately 
preceding the HaskeU. 

Roshani, a tightly raced 
4-year-old daughter of cham¬ 
pion turf horse Fantastic 
Light, was the 1.10-1 favorite 
in the field of eight for the 
41st running of the famed turf 
event. She turned in an effi¬ 
cient performance when she 
stalked the pacesetters in third, 
gained the lead at the top of 
the stretch, and drew off to 
win by a length under Gomez. 
Longshots Trick's Pic (14-1) 
and Humoristic (24-1) were 
second and third. After modest 
early fractions of :24.82 and 
:49.02, the final time was a sohd 
1:47.55 over the firm course. 

Roshani, who was pur¬ 
chased by her owner, Ben 
McElroy, for $135,000 at the 
2007 Keeneland January mixed 
sale, has earned $182,750 in 
her five starts this year. The 
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‘‘He has a lot of talent” 
said Moran. “You just never 
know which horse will show 
up, the aggressive type or the 
one that wants to lay back.” 
Silent Roar, with regular rider 
Stewart Elliott up, has won 
five times and finished sec¬ 
ond or third in four others in 
10 career starts, and with the 
$90,000 Oceanport first-place 
money now has earnings of 
$223,745. “We haven't gotten 
to the bottom of him yet,” 
added Moran. 

The third race of the day 
was the first of three $100,000 
stakes offered—the Regret 
Stakes for older fiUy and mare 
sprinters. It proved a tour de 
force for Oprah Winney, who 
got her third stakes win of the 
year from five tries. 

With Edgar Prado in the 
irons, the 4-year-old daughter 
of Royal Academy shot to the 
lead at the start, made all the 
fractions in the six-furlong race 
(:22.87, :45.75, :57.03 and 
1:09.35) and won by three and 
a quarter lengths over Sweet 
Fervor as the 3-5 favorite. It 
was reminiscent of her earlier 
successes this year, when she 
captured the Grade 2 Barbara 
Fritchie Breeders' Cup Handi¬ 
cap at Laurel Park in February, 
and took Aqueduct's Interbor¬ 
ough Handicap on January 1. 

Owned by Michael Dubb, 
Sanford Goldfarb and Cast 
of Characters and trained 
by Richard Dutrow, Oprah 
Winney surpassed the half- 
million mark in earnings by 
recording her sixth victory in 
13 lifetime starts. 

The Jersey Derby for 
3-year-olds going a mile and a 
sixteenth on the turf was also 
pegged by bettors when 4-5 
choice Buddy's Humor led at 
every call. 

Walking through a quarter 
mile in :25.79, a half in :50.37 
and three-quarters in 1:13.13, 
Buddy's Humor blasted a fourth 
quarter in :22.72 when Gome 2 
asked him to run, and ended 
up finishing in a final time of 
1:41.64 while three lengths to 
the better of Chaluiwitcane.The 
first stakes winner of the day 
for his sire. Distorted Humor, 
Buddy's Humor campaigns for 
Kingfield Stables and is trained 
by Bruce Levine (who also sent 
out two allowance winners on

$150,000 Matchmaker, which 
included an additional pri 2 e to 
the top three finishers in the 
race of a choice of a breed¬ 
ing season to one of three 
Taylor Made Farm stallions— 
Northern Afleet, Southern 
Image or Wildcat Heir—was 
the first stakes win for Roshani, 
who had been third, beaten 
a half length, in Monmouth's 
Eatontown S takes-G3 in her 
previous outing. 

The final race of the day, 
a maiden special weight for 


3-year-olds and up on the 
turf, completed a hat trick for 
Pletcher/Gome 2 when the 
3-year-old Songandaprayer colt 
De Lucia drew off to win by 
three and a quarter lengths. 
The exiting crowd let that one 
shp away, however, as De Lucia 
paid $13.60 to win. 

The third graded stakes 
on the card, the Oceanport 
Stakes-G3, marked the first 
graded stakes win for trainer 
Michael Moran as he sent out 
his own Silent Roar, at 5-1, to 


win by a length over 26-1 long- 
shot Kiss the Kid. Favored Kip 
Deville, a Grade 1 winner at 
Santa Anita in March, finished 
third. 

Silent Roar, a 4-year-old son 
of Unbridled's Song, set a new 
course record of 1:38.99 for 
the mile and a sixteenth over 
the firm turf—^more than a full 
second faster than the previous 
record (1:40.06) set by Three 
Valleys in the same race in 2006 
over the “rail course.” 


Odds-on favorite Buddy’s Humor and Garrett Gomez had things all their own way In the Jersey Derby 
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the card). In his three starts 
on the turf, Buddy’s Humor 
has two wins and a second (in 
Belmont’s Lexington Stakes). 
His record for the year, on dirt 
and turf, is 7-2-3-2, for earn¬ 
ings of $134,300. 

After finishing second or 
third seven times in stakes races, 
the hard-knocking 5-year-old 
mare Prop Me Up found run¬ 
ning room late and got through 
in time to get her first black- 
type win in the Lady’s Secret 
Stakes for older fillies and 
mares. 

Perennial leading Mon¬ 
mouth rider Joe Bravo bided 
his time with Prop Me Up in 
the early stages of the mile and 
a sixteenth race, and as they 
turned for home, they were 
forced to wait for an opening. 
As soon as the gritty grand¬ 
daughter of Haskell winner 
Forty Niner found a shver of 
dayhght, she was gone—draw¬ 
ing off to win by a length and 
three-quarters over Tap Gold. 

Saddled for the first time by 
Gregory Sasso, who took over 
her training from Kelly Breen, 
Prop Me Up (by Reparations) 
races in the colors of Silly 
Goose Racing Stable. Three 
times graded stakes-placed 
(once on the mrf and twice on 


the main track). Prop Me Up 
has amassed $380,028 from 28 
hfetime starts. 

Nine older New Jersey- 
breds lined up for the restricted 
Liner oft Handicap at a mile 
and 70 yards, but there was no 
catching Fagedaboudit Sal, who 
dashed to the front under Chuck 
Lope 2 and flashed under the 
wire two and a quarter lengths 
in front of Carrots Only, who 
was nearly eight lengths ahead 
of third-place finisher Rolled 
Up. Favorite Meadow Blue, last 
year’s lincroft winner, never 
made an impact and finished 
seventh. 

A 4-year-old son of Yarrow 
Brae owned by Salvatore Rac¬ 
ing Stable, Fagedaboudit Sal 
got his second stakes win of 
Monmouth’s summer meet, as 
he also took the Bernie Dowd 
Handicap in June. Trained by 
Luis Carvajal, Fagedaboudit Sal 
upped his career earnings to 
$273,752. 

New Jersey wagering 
records fell when a total of 
$14,122,636 was bet on the 
14-race program. Of that total, 
$3,734,404 was wagered on the 
Haskell, also a record, which 
surpassed the previous mark of 
13,726,562 set in 2003. #

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PENNSYLVANIA’S 

SLOTS 
HIT HOME 

Peter Giangiulio looks toward prosperous future 
at Castle Rock Farm, In Unionville, Pa., the family 
operation built 50 years ago by his father.

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T imes are a-changin’ in 
Pennsylvania, but skyrock¬ 
eting purses and burgeon¬ 
ing breeding fund incentives 
won’t necessarily transform 
the way Pennsylvania breeders 
conduct business. 

At Castle Rock Farm in 
Unionville, one of the state’s 
oldest major Thoroughbred 
breeding operations, the new 
prosperity brought on by 
expanded gaming could be a 
golden path to preserving tra¬ 
dition. 

After years of encourag¬ 
ing his only child, 17-year-old 
daughter Amanda, to pursue 
other interests, Castle Rock 
proprietor Peter Giangiuho has 
changed his tune. 

‘‘Now that I see it’s got a 
chance to be a joy and a good 
hving. Pm trying to promote 
the idea of her someday car¬ 
rying on the family farm,” he 
says. 

Situated on 170 acres of 
rolling hillsides in the center 
of southeastern Pennsylvania 
horse country, Castle Rock 


Farm was established in 1957, 
long before Thoroughbred race 
tracks—^let alone slot machines 
—^made their appearance with¬ 
in the state. 

Joseph Giangiuho, Peter’s 
father, had a vision for the 
farm, which dates back to a 
land grant to William Penn and 
had been used for cattle before 
Giangiuho brought in his con¬ 
struction crew to perform a 
makeover. Then, as now, Castle 
Rock was in it for the long 
haul. 

“One of my father’s favorite 
expressions was, ‘We’re not try¬ 
ing to win a race, we’re trying 
to make a race horse,’ Peter 
Giangiuho recalls. “Basically 
we raise horses for love, not 
money. There are easier ways to 
make a doUar.” 

Giangiuho, 59, who co-owns 
Castle Rock with his sister, 
Barbara Geraghty, has adhered 
to his father’s methods through 
good times and bad. And he 
beheves they will continue to 
serve the farm weU as a new era 
unfolds within the state. 


Castle Rock’s greatest suc¬ 
cess in recent years has come 
with Power by Far, a speed¬ 
ster whose pedigree traces back 
to Castle Rock’s earhest years. 
Power by Far, bred and owned 
by Geraghty, won or placed in 
15 stakes, earning $544,335, in 
the late 1990s. 

Today, Power by Far shares 
the Castle Rock stalhon roster 
with: 

♦ Rimrod (by Danzig), who 
stands as the property of his 
breeder, George Sdrawbridge, 
and is a stakes-winning full 
brother to three Sdrawbridge 
stakes winners as well as a 
half-brother to champion and 
leading European sire Selkirk. 
Rimrod’s first foals arrived this 
year. 

♦ Patton (by Lord At War- 
Arg), a well-estabhshed sire 
who has had a banner season 
in 2007, with offspring includ¬ 
ing $2 million Dubai Golden 
Shaheen-Gl winner Kelly’s 
Landing. 

♦ Harry the Hat, a hand¬ 
somely bred son of Seattle 


Slew who has 11 percent stakes 
horses from starters, despite 
having been bred to small num¬ 
bers of less-than-promising 
mares. 

• Prince Joseph, Harry the 
Hat’s multiple stakes-winning 
son who entered stud at Castle 
Rock in 2007. 

BUILT UPON 
A ROCK 

Joseph Giangiuho’s story 
is a classic tale of immigrant 
achievement. He came to this 
country from Italy with his par¬ 
ents at age 11, soon adapted 
to the new language and cul¬ 
ture, and after serving in the 
U.S. Army during World War II 
and completing an abbreviated 
career as a professional boxer, 
founded a company. Main Line 
Construction, that left its mark 
on a large portion of suburban 
Philadelphia. 

“He borrowed $150 from 
an aunt to buy his first dump 
truck,” says Peter, “and par- 
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Peter Giangulio leads Power by Far, a fourth-generation homebred who won 
10 stakes and earned $544,335 and now stands at stud at Castle Rock. Below, 
mares at pasture drink from the Brandywine River (beyond first row of trees). 


layed that into a successful 
business. He was a renaissance 
man who read everything he 
could find, and synthesized a 
lot of different opinions and 
theories.” 

The post-war housing boom 
paved the way for Joseph Gian- 
giuho to indulge his passion for 
race horses. He bought a 47-acre 
farm in the Philadelphia out¬ 
skirts, in Havertown, and devel¬ 
oped it into a training center. 
Meanwhile, his small barn of 
broodmares was boarded at a 
farm in Newtown Square. 

‘‘Then he bought this place 
because he didn't hke the way 
his horses were being raised; 
his way of raising horses was 
as natural as possible,” says 
Peter, gesturing toward the 
Brandywine River and Broad 
Run, both of which wind their 
way through the Castle Rock 
property and provide watering 
spots for its fumre runners. 

“We keep our horses out¬ 
side as much as we can, try 
and keep them as healthy and 
well-adjusted as we can,” adds 


Peter, while also giving a great 
deal of credit to Castle Rock’s 
farm manager for the last 12 
years, June Hillman. “When we 
go to handle them, they’re not 
neurotic.” 

Joseph Giangiulio called his 
farm Castle Rock—continuing 
to use the name he’d estab- 
hshed for his training center. 
“People sometimes ask me if 
we have anything to do with 
Castle Rock Entertainment, the 
production company,” relates 
Peter. “Which always makes me 
laugh.” 

While the name doesn’t go 
along with the farm’s history, 
the property contains relics of 
a storied past. It has two centu¬ 
ries-old farmhouses, the oldest 
of which sits next to the farm 
entrance and is occupied by 
Hillman, her husband, Joe, and 
their teenage son, Jason. A his¬ 
torical marker identifies the 
house as having been con¬ 
structed in 1707; it is believed 
to be the birthplace of Hum¬ 
phrey Marshall, a widely accom- 
phshed botanist of the 1700s. 
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Giangiulio Sr. designed the 
layout for pastures and fence 
lines, and his construction 
company quickly put it in place, 
according to Peter. ‘When my 
father bought the place it was 
all barbed wire fencing. His 
men came in and trenched, set 
posts. They did all the fencing 
in a week. It gave the place a 
completely different look.’’ 

Among the farm’s most dis¬ 
tinctive and practical features 
are interlocking paddocks with 
gates that can be opened and 
closed to create aisleways lead¬ 
ing to barns. Horses can be led 
in and out of barns using the 
aisleways, making the process 
of getting to the various fields 
far more efficient than it might 
be otherwise. 

The ancient main barn had 
its cattle stanchions removed 
under the senior GiangiuHo’s 
direction. The stalls that 
replaced them have rounded 
corners, which reduce the dan¬ 
ger of a horse getting cast (with 
aU four legs against the walls). 

“These are some of the 
things that he thought about,” 
says Peter. 

The Giangiulio stable 
became a force to be reckoned 
with by the mid-1950s. The 
aptly named Mr. First gave 
Giangiuho his initial stakes vic¬ 
tory, in the 1955 Omnibus 
Handicap at Monmouth Park. 
The following year, Mr. First 
returned to win the Valley 
Forge Handicap and finish sec¬ 
ond to horse of the year Nashua 
in the Monmouth Handicap. 
His career earnings of $139,710 
—^in 1950s currency—^gave the 
operation a major boost. 

The 1960s heralded the 
arrival of Castle Rock’s foun¬ 
dation sire. Mister Pitt. A hand¬ 
somely bred son of *Heliopolis 
out of a half-sister to major 
winner Swoon’s Son, Mister 
Pitt had sold as a yearling at 
Keeneland in 1960 for the 
near-record price of $63,000. 
Although he failed to live up 
to hopes on the race track— 
his best performance being 
a second-place finish in the 
Bay Shore Stakes—Mister Pitt 
quickly developed into one 
of Pennsylvania’s most useful 


sires. Of his first 16 offspring 
to race, aU were winners. 

When Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing got underway in earnest in 
Pennsylvania in the early 1970s 
(the first Thoroughbred pari¬ 
mutuel event was conducted 
at Liberty BeU Park, an estab- 
hshed harness track, on May 
31, 1969), Giangiulio was fuUy 
stocked and ready to go. 

By then Peter, in his early 
20s, had begun to manage the 
farm. “We were a good team,” 
he says, pointing out that in the 
first two years of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Breeding Fund, 1975 and 
’76, Castle Rock was the lead¬ 
ing recipient of bonuses. 

Castle Rock was at that time 
campaigning one of the first 
PA-bred runners to become a 
popular heroine in her home 
state—FoxyJ. G. 

A foal of 1970 by Mister 
Pitt, Foxy J. G. was a second- 
generation Castle Rock home¬ 
bred, out of the stakes-placed 
Gold BuU mare Miss J. G. A 
late-bloomer, as Castle Rock 
runners tend to be, she won or 
placed in five stakes at ages 5 
and 6, earning $151,622. 

Foxy J. G. has a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred stakes named in 
her honor. But the Giangiulio 
family remembers her best 
through the exploits of her 
daughter Farrah Foxet (1981, 
T. V. Commercial), who pro¬ 
duced the stakes-performing 
fuU sibhngs Power by Far and 
Foxy Power ($186,819). Both 
of those runners were sired by 
Power of Mind, a son of Mr. 
Prospector who stood at Castle 
Rock. 

FROM FATHER 
TO SON 

The Giangiuhos were mov¬ 
ing ahead fuU throtde, with 
Joseph Giangiulio having 
retired from the construction 
business in 1974 to devote his 
time to training his own horses, 
when their operation was shak¬ 
en to its foundations by the 
elder GiangiuHo’s unexpected 
death, at age 69, in 1979. 

“There were some tough 
years after that,” says Peter, 
who was then in his first year at

the Widener University School 
of Law in Delaware. ‘‘It was 
a struggle in every way, shape 
and form, financially and emo¬ 
tionally.” 

Peter never wavered in his 
commitment to maintain the 
family horse operation. But his 
late mother, JuHa Giangiuho 
(who kept up an active inter¬ 
est until her death in 2001), 
was equally determined that he 
have a profession to “fall back 
on,” Giangiuho recalls. 

Peter, who had graduated 
from Penn State, completed 
law school, and over the period 
of a do 2 en years practiced with 
several firms, including a West 
Chester, Pa., office in which 
local horse breeder Roger Legg 
is a parmer. From there, he 
went on to estabhsh a solo 
practice in an office in a storage 
barn at Castle Rock, blending 


his farm hfe and legal career as 
seamlessly as possible. 

His law business is now all 
but phased out, with most of 
his time spent on the farm and 
related activities. 

“We are a tight-knit fam¬ 
ily. My wife and sister have 
been very supportive,” he says. 
Stephanie Giangiuho, whom 
Peter married 22 years ago, 
has her own career—as an 
event planner for West Chester 
University. But she and Peter 
handle aU of the foahngs at 
Castle Rock. 

Barbara Geraghty shares a 
love of the horse business not 
only with her brother, but also 
with her husband of 47 years. 
Bill Geraghty. The Geraghtys 
hve in Penn VaUey, about 30 
minutes from Castle Rock, and 
have two grown sons, one of 
whom, Bryan, appears to have 


the horse racing gene, accord¬ 
ing to Peter. 

Giangiuho foresees a fumre 
Castle Rock in the hands of 
cousins Bryan and Amanda 
(who is currently a senior at 
UnionviUe High School, with 
hopes to go on to Penn State). 

The Geraghty family owns a 
heavy equipment hauhng busi¬ 
ness and a landscaping firm, 
both of which have been taken 
over by their sons; Barbara (“a 
scary-smart lady,” in the words 
of Peter) stih manages business 
aspects of those companies. 

It was with some reluctance 
that the Giangiuho family began 
accepting horses for outside 
chents in the 1980s. “We are 
a homebred family farm, but 
after my father died we had to 
go commercial. Our goal was 
never to have a large number 
of horses on the place,” says 


Peter, who has worked to keep 
the numbers manageable. 

Currently, Castle Rock has 
nearly 50 horses in residence, 
while providing services to 
some 15 chents. The brood¬ 
mare band, including mares 
owned by the Giangiuhos and 
Geraghtys as weU as others, 
consists of approximately 20. 

“We ve always tried to make 
it fun for people to do busi¬ 
ness with us,” Giangiuho says. 
“We tell our chents they don’t 
need to call ahead to make an 
appointment to see their horses 
—they’re welcome to stop in 
any time.” 

Castle Rock’s young horses 
receive their early education 
from Don Tant, at a training 
center near Rocky Mount, N.C., 
and then join trainers Tony and 
Armand Correnti (a father and 
son) at Philadelphia Park. 
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By his count, Peter and his 
sister currently own 20 horses 
in training, including 2-year- 
olds. ^‘Most likely we won’t run 
any 2-year-olds this year,” he 
says. “Not that we don’t run 
2-year-olds; it’s just that our 
horses don’t usually come to 
hand that early. Most of our 
horses are not morning glo¬ 
ries [dehvering fast workouts 
during training hours]. They’re 
the type of horses who need 
seasoning; by the time they run 
five or six times, we’ve got a 
nice horse.” 

In addition to Power by Far 
and Prince Joseph, their best 
runners in recent years include 
Power by Far’s current 4-year- 
old son Power by Leigh and 
5-year-old daughter}. D. Safari. 
Power by Leigh ($192,850) has 
won or placed in 13 of his 18 
career starts, including a victory 
in the Lyman Sprint Handicap 
at Philadelphia Park last May. 
Three times s takes-placed, J. D. 
Safari ($130,413) was runner-up 
to future champion Fleet Indian 
in an allowance race at Phila¬ 
delphia Park two years ago. 

“FiUies come back and we 
breed for the next generation,” 
says GiangiuHo. 

Casde Rock never mar¬ 
kets it young horses at auc¬ 
tion. “That’s the most unwise 
thing a Pennsylvania breeder 
can do,” in his opinion. “You 
don’t know who’s going to 
buy them, and you don’t know 
where they’ll end up. If they’re 
running at out-of-state tracks, 
they’re not earning any breeder 
or staUion awards. Choose your 
buyers so that you can sell to 
good people, and the horses 
will race here in Pennsylvania. 
That’s what we’ve done, and 
that’s what my father did. It’s a 
very simple system.”

With Pennsylvania about to 
move into its second year of 
expanded gaming, GiangiuHo 
occupies a dual role—^not only 


as a breeder/owner, but also as 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association 
(PHBA). 

GiangiuHo, currently in his 
third year at the helm of the 
PHBA, has been active in that 
group since the late 1970s. He 
accepts only a minimal amount 
of credit for helping to ease 
the passage of slots legislation 
in 2004. 

“That work was done by 
[former PHBA presidents] Ray 
Hamm and Bob S 2 eyUer, along 
with [executive secretary] Mark 
McDermott,” he says. 

But the current situation 
within Pennsylvania’s breeding 
industry is tumultuous in its 
own way. “The hardest thing 
we face right now is figuring 
out how to use the money that 
we’ve been given to benefit as 
many of our members as we 
can,” he says. 

“There are many possible 
ways to divide up the breeding 
fund—owner bonuses, breed¬ 
er bonuses, PA-bred races, 
PA-bred stakes, restricted sires 
races, restricted sires stakes. . . 
Everything needs to be bal¬ 
anced. 

“These are the challenges 
we face. For years, it was sim¬ 
ple, but it isn’t simple any more. 
What we don’t want to do is 
reward mediocrity to the extent 
that there is no motivation for 
people to breed better horses. 
We want to give people the 
means and the incentive to 
breed a higher caHber of 
horse.” 

In 2006, the PHBA adopted 
more stringent broodmare resi¬ 
dency requirements for those 
seeking to make foals eHgible 
for PA-bred registration. 

It was a crucial first step 
toward attracting a larger 
pool of quahty mares into 
Pennsylvania, says GiangiuHo: 
“This ‘restrictive’ thing is not 
to keep mares out, it’s to make 
mares Pennsylvania mares, so 
that we can attract better stal- 
Hons throughout the state and 
ensure a prosperous future for 
the industry.” ^

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MONMOUIH FARK 
GETS SET FOR 
THE BIG GAYS 


Breeders’ Cup World 
Championships, on 
October 26 and 27, will 
mark a historic first for 
the Mid-Atiantic region.

A n event of major his¬ 
toric proportions will 
take place at Monmouth 
Park this faU when the track in 
Oceanport, NJ., hosts the 24th 
running of the Breeders' Cup 
World Championships. 

It win mark the first time 
that the Breeders' Cup has 
been held at a track in the Mid- 
Atlantic region (excluding New 
York). 

Monmouth, which con¬ 
cluded its annual race meet on 
September 2, will reopen for a 
four-day stand from October 
24 to 27. The Breeders' Cup, 
expanded to a two-day pro¬ 
gram this year, is set for Friday, 
October 26, and Saturday, 
October 27. 

No one has been more close¬ 
ly involved with Monmouth's 
planning and preparations for 
the Breeders' Cup than Bob 
KuHna, who serves as general 
manager of Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing at Monmouth Park and the 
Meadowlands, the two tracks 
owned by the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Author¬ 
ity (NJSEA). 

KuHna, 56, brings to this 
role a wealth of background in 


the horse business. His father, 
Joe KuHna, was a leading trainer 
in New Jersey for decades until 
his death in 1987. KuHna grew 
up in HiUsborough, N.J., and 
spent winters in Aiken, S.C., 
where his father kept horses 
during the winter. 

He graduated from the Uni¬ 
versity of Charleston, in West 
Virginia, in 1972, and immed¬ 
iately began working in the 
Monmouth racing office. By 
1977, he had risen through the 
ranks to become racing secre¬ 
tary. KuHna was appointed to 
the post of general manager 
1991, and given an additional 
tide as a NJSEA vice-president 
in 1995. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred!^ 
New Jersey correspondent, 
Ryan Goldberg, interviewed 
KuHna on August 25 in his 
office at Monmouth Park. 

Given how long you’ve 
been at Monmouth, 
how much does 
having the Breeders’ 
Cup mean to you 
personally? 
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My dad was a trainer, so I 
grew up here. I started doing 
all the things trainers’ kids do 
from when you’re 13 through 
college. Rubbed horses, walked 
horses; you know, did aU the 
good things, the bad things. 
I’ve been very fortunate, in a 
transit-type industry, to stay in 
the same place, such a special 
place, for my entire career. I’ve 
had so many great people work 
with me and for me. Monmouth 
is the Fenway Park of racing, 
and to get the Breeders’ Cup is, 
I think, the ultimate tribute to 
the job we’ve done, and other 
people have done, for the last 
60 years. 

Tell me about the 
process of getting the 
Breeders’ Cup. When 
did you start lobbying 
for it? 

We started as the Sports 
Authority since day one, since 
the first year (in 1984). We’ve 
done it aggressively since ’98, 
’99. . . Probably the most 
important thing to proving we 
could host the event is the suc¬ 
cess of the Haskell (Grade 1 
Haskell Invitational). I think 
that goes hand in hand with 
getting this event. Proving to 
ourselves, to the state, to the 
industry that we’re capable of 
handling a major day of racing. 

So as the Haskell 
became more and 
more of a prominent 
event, from the 
late 1990s on. . . 

Somewhere in the early ’80s 
the 3-year-old division became 
the prominent division. And 
the Haskell rode that wave. 
And we’ve had some great 
ones. We kept raising our 
(attendance) targets—30,000, 
and then 40,000, and with 
(Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner) Funny Cide (in 2003) 
we had over 50,000... 

We started bringing the 
Breeders’ Cup executives here 
in 2000, to allow them to see 
what we’re doing as an opera¬ 
tion, in regard to traffic, conces¬ 
sions, all the things that go with 
a race track. And obviously we

answered all the criticisms and 
got awarded the event. Nowit’s 
just implementing the plan we 
sold everybody. 

Where were you 
when you found out 
Monmouth would 
get the Breeders’ 

Cup? What were your 
thoughts? 

Well, we officially signed 
the agreement on Haskell Day 
(August 8) in 2004. But dur¬ 
ing the presentation process, 
I was confident we’d get it. I 
think the Funny Cide Haskell, 
to get 53,000 people, was the 
one that put it over the top 
with the entire Breeders’ Cup 
committee. I think the NTRA/ 
Breeders’ Cup at the time 
understood the importance of 
trying to strengthen regional 
racing. And one of the ways 
they could do it was by taking 
the Breeders’ Cup to different 


locations besides New York, 
Kentucky, Cahfornia. They 
went to Woodbine, Arlington, 
Lone Star. 

Once they set that pattern 
where every third or fourth 
year you go to a mid-tier-sHed 
venue, I saw no reason why, 
with an aggressive approach, 
that we shouldn’t get it. This is a 
great track. This is a great track, 
a great location, a great area, 
a very affluent area between 
PhiUy and New York. 

And the Mid-Adantic 
region—I can’t emphasize this 
enough—all the tracks within 
our region supported our bid 
to get it, because the region felt 
we’re part of this organization 
and we’re supposed to have 
this event. This is important 
not just to Jersey racing, but aU 
the tracks in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. They may go after this 
event down the road. And we’ll 
be supportive of them then. 


Is there a real sense 
of excitement in the 
state? In the local 
community? 

I know there’s a sense of 
excitement in the racing com¬ 
munity, first of all. I think 
there’s a lot of pride. I think 
the horsemen should be very 
proud because they’ve been 
producing a great product for 
years and years in New Jersey. 
I know the local community, 
from the people involved in 
the host community, it’s very 
positive. I think, being less than 
three months out, the local 
towns, restaurants and hotels 
are realizing this is a big deal. 

It’s Starting to sink in 
now? 

It’s starting to now. When 
you can’t get rooms or every 
restaurant is booked. When we 
did the economic study, there’s 
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a minimum of $55, $60 mil¬ 
lion, and most of it will be in 
Monmouth County, central and 
northern New Jersey. 

Ifs a big deal for the state. 
It’s a huge deal. It’s a huge deal 
for the local economy; I wish I 
owned a restaurant (laughing). 
They’re going to do great. It’s 
a great way for New Jersey to 
showcase what New Jersey is 
rather than driving down the 
turnpike. I think most people 
are going to be blown away 
when they come down here. 


The study coming out of 
Rutgers was $65 to $70 million. 
And that’s a big number. 

I think also these studies 
tend to be relatively conserva¬ 
tive. If you look back at the $30 
million in renovations we’ve 
done, that’s a number that 
needs to be thrown into this 
thing. When you think about it, 
that’s $30 million we’ve spent 
that more than hkely we would 
have not spent anywhere near 
that number. We have a new 
turf course, a new main track.

did the opposite; they bought 
Friday back from us. It’s kind 
of funny. The deal we made 
with the concessions, parking, 
and all that, we own Saturday. 

What¬ 
ever is in the building is ours 
on Saturday. The flip side is 
on Friday, the Breeders’ Cup 
makes it, takes it, since they 
leased the building from us that 
day. The Friday deal evolved so 
late that we never envisioned 
it to be that when we started 
this. But I think the Friday 
deal is wonderful. Having the 
three new $1 million races (on 
Friday) will be great. 

You mentioned the $30 
million that has been 
spent on renovations. 
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And Pd like to talk 
more about that. But 
first: Will the money 
Monmouth makes on 
the Breeders’ Cup 
make up for those costs? 

No, you don’t make that 
kind of money That money 
needed to be invested back in 
the industry Any time you have 
an old structure, at a certain 
point, everything gets old. And 
you have to spend a lot of 
money, or you have to start aU

doesn’t matter. It wasn’t “what 
if” The state recogni 2 ed how 
important this is, and that’s aU 
that matters. 

Can you walk 
me through the 
improvements that 
were made and 
what that $30 million 
went to?

New Jersey Transit has 
been great. 

We're going to move a lot 
of people by train. The water¬ 
ways—well use that, but the 
train will run special trains, spe¬ 
cial rates.

Get 
off and walk a quarter of a 
mile from the top of stretch to 
where you're sitting.

And what about 
lodging? 

That was probably the big¬ 
gest obstacle to overcome with 
the Breeders' Cup. ‘‘Where are 
you going to put aU the people?" 
And we kept saying, “This is the 
Jersey Shore. It's a vacation area; 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple come here on vacation. They 
just don't sleep in their cars." 

The only thing we reaUy 
lack in the Monmouth County 
region are the 400, 500-room 
hotels. There are a lot of great 
places, the 200, 250-room 
hotels, and the bed and break¬ 
fasts and the summer rentals. 
When you put it aU on paper, 
there's plenty of rooms. When 
we took the Breeders' Cup

ing). That's going to be the 
lasting impact.

this as a “one and done” deal. 
Even though the cycle might 
be every eight, 10 or 12 years, 
we’re expecting to do a job that 
will allow us to get this event 
again.

We know we’re going to do 
a good job the first time, but 
down the road a better job the 
second and third times. You 
want to get the Breeders’ Cup. 
If you’re playing always to get 
the top event, that means you’ll 
be able to support it.

If you’re going to survive, 
you need to see the economic 
reality of the sport.

Obviously right now alter¬ 
native forms of gaming are 
a ready, available source. But 
Jersey has, you know, some dif¬ 
ferences from most states. We 
have a huge casino industry 


and surviving. It means we’re 
doing something right. 

What do you think is 
the most challenging 
part of hosting the 
Breeders’ Cup? What 
has been the most 
rewarding? 

The most challenging will be 
to implement our plan. We have 
a very good plan. It’s just pull¬ 
ing it all together. It’s so much 
planning, and so much work 
and effort has been put into 
it by the entire organization. I 
don’t think anyone will be able 
to sit back and appreciate it 
until some time in November 
when the event is over. 


What will the months 
of September and most 
of October be like for 
you and your staff? 
When Monmouth is 
closed in anticipation 
of the big day? 

Once we close I’ve joked 
it’s the invasion of Normandy. 
I mean 28,000 temporary 
seats are going to be showing 
up. Hundreds of thousands 
of square feet of fencing and 
tenting. We’ll be taping stuff 
down, putting stuff up, moving 
horses, finishing these projects, 
and then somewhere along the 
line at the end of September 
start looking at the weather

Saratoga puts 
spotlight on 
Maryland-based 
Arcadia Stable 


T he Arcadia Stable steeple¬ 
chase ownership group 
took Saratoga by storm 
this summer—winning three 
of the seven jump races at the 
meet, placing second in anoth¬ 
er, and collecting $191,880 in 
total purses. Made up of Glyn- 
don, Md., residents Andre 
Brewster, Minnie Watriss and 
Skip Cochran, Arcadia has 
campaigned steeplechasers 
since 1983 and won such his¬ 
toric events as the Maryland 


Hunt Cup and the Iroquois 
Steeplechase. 

Saratoga success has been 
rare, however. 

‘‘Three wins at the meet, ifs 
wonderful, unbelievable,’’ said 
Brewster, who represented the 
stable at Saratoga. “The last 
time we won something up 
here was in 1999 with Pinkie 
Swear. It’s been a long time.” 

Star of the Arcadia team was 
unquestionably Footlights, who 
won the first and last races of 


the meet. A 7-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Pleasant Tap, Foodights 
captured the biggest prize of 
all, the $160,800 New York 
Turf Writers Cup-NSAl on 
August 30. Trained at Saratoga 
by Roger Horgan, Foodights 
is part of trainer Jack Fisher’s 
barn the rest of the year. She 
picked the right time to run the 
two best races of her career. 

The first came in a $68,000 
allowance on July 26, when she 
dug in late to fight past Divine 
Fortune and win as a 22-1 long- 
shot. Pointed for a two-other- 
than allowance hurdle in the 
condition book for the last 
week, Foodights had to audible 
when that race didn’t fill and 
was changed to exclude her. No 
matter, she was entered in the 
Turf Writers and received a 
feathery 133 pounds from the 
handicapper (five to 29 less 
than the others). She went to 
the post as the 8-1 third choice 
behind Mixed Up and Preemp¬ 
tive Strike in a field of eight. 

Ridden by Xavier Aizpuru, 
Foodights ran like the favorite 


—^bolting from third to the 
lead on the final run down the 
backstretch, and taking the 
speed out of any closers. Mixed 
Up, carrying 162, gave it a go 
on the final turn but flattened 
out and finished fifth as long- 
shots Underbidder and The 
Looper took second and third. 
Preemptive Strike never jumped 
the way he can and was pulled 
up. The winner paid $18 and 
covered the two and three- 
eighths miles in 4:33.01. 

Worth $96,480 to Arcadia, 
the Turf Writers annually fig¬ 
ures in the Eclipse Award pic¬ 
ture, but instead got a dose 
of feminist history. Footiights 
became the second filly or 
mare to win the race (first run 
in 1938) after champion Life’s 
Illusion in 1975—at least as far 
as anyone can teU; the records 
are incomplete. Regardless, 
she drew enthusiastic applause 
from the crowd afterward. 

“She just felt so fantastic 
out there,” Aizpuru said. “She 
was so comfortable. She 
jumped. Things were going on 
around her and she never once 
changed anything; she was so 
focused and controlled about 
what she was doing.” 

Aizpuru was aggressive. 
He moved outside of horses 
before the eighth fence, passed 
early leader Preemptive Strike 
shortly thereafter, and quickly 
opened daylight on the field. 

“I was worried that I got to 
the front too early going to the 
second to last, but at that point, 
carrying 133 pounds, I said to 
myself, ‘Fve got to send her 
home and make these others 
catch her.’ From the second to 
last, that was my one and only 
plan: If I get caught I can hold 
my hands up and say, ‘Shoot 
me.’ ” 

There was no shooting. 
Cooked by Footiights’s accel¬ 
eration, the weight differential, 
and a hot, dry day. Mixed Up 
gave chase and reached the sec¬ 
ond spot on the turn, but had 
httie else to offer. The others all 
rallied belatedly after Footiights 
was long gone.

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She's incredible, so game 
and so tough. She just didn't 
care about anyone or anything," 
said Ai 2 puru. ^‘All I cared about 
really was having a smooth trip 
and giving her some sort of 
shot at the end of the race 
to let her do her stuff She 
knocked the socks off of me." 

Purchased from flat train¬ 
er John Hennig, Foodights 
only went to Saratoga when 
the schedule was expanded to 
include filly/mare allowance 
races. The change made Foot- 
hghts ehgible for the one-oth- 
er-than condition even though 
she's won two stakes (in 2004 
and 2005). Fisher considered 
the weights—she carried 140 in 
her allowance win, and dropped 
to 133 in the Turf Writers. 

^Tf she doesn't run [at Sara¬ 
toga], she's got to wait until 
Far Hills [in October] and run 
against Sweet Shani, who ran 
well in the A.P. Smithwick at 
equal weights," Fisher said. 
‘‘She's done everything right. 
She beat Divine Fortune, who 
went on to crush them the next 
time he ran. There's a time to 
take a shot, and it's when you're 
getting the weight." 

Rest played a big part in 
the Turf Writers score as 
Foodights came into the race 
off a five-week break. The 
other main contenders had run 
in the Smithwick three weeks 
earlier, and she looked like the 
freshest horse. 

Brewster and his wife, 
Nancy, made four trips to Sara¬ 
toga to see their horses run in 
2007. Those forays had Brew¬ 
ster thinking about his first trip 
to Saratoga—as a 12-year-old 
taking a break from summer 
camp. 

He came at the invitation 
of legendary horseman F. 
Ambrose Clark. 

“I was at camp at Lake 
Oswego, and he had a place 
near there," said Brewster, 82. 
“He brought me down for the 
day—^it reaUy hasn't changed 
much, you know?" 

No, not reaUy. Clark gam¬ 
bled with a private bookmaker 
in his box. Brewster cashed a 


$100 win ticket after the race. 
Clark won the Turf Writers in 
1950 with Gerrymander. Brew¬ 
ster did it 57 years later with 
Foodights. 

“What a special mare," said 
the owner. “She was so game 
out there." 

Foodights made her stee¬ 
plechase debut in 2004, then 
missed aU of 2006 with ten¬ 
don troubles. She returned to 
action this spring when third at 
NashviUe (vs. fellow females). 

MIXED UP GETS 
BACK ON TRACK 

A fter Mixed Up lost jockey 
Danielle Hodsdon with a 
mistake when favored in 
the Flatterer Handicap on July 
28 at Philadelphia Park, train¬ 
er Jonathan Sheppard moved 
on to Plan B with Bill Pape's 
Grade 1 stakes winner—send¬ 
ing him out in the $80,000 A.P. 
Smithwick Memorial-NSA2 at 
Saratoga on August 9. 

A prep for the Turf Writers 
three weeks later and an impor¬ 


tant race in its own right, the 
Smithwick lured a field of six, 
including stakes campaigner 
Preemptive Strike, recent nov¬ 
ice graduates Orison and Orsay, 
veteran The Looper and major 
Australian winner Sweet Shani 
(NZ). 

As usual. Preemptive Strike, 
carrying the colors of owner 
Polaris Stable, set the pace with 
a comfortable gaUop and flaw¬ 
less jumping for jockey Paddy 
Young. Mixed Up (Hodsdon) 
rated behind the leader in sec¬ 
ond and found his own com¬ 
fort 2 one. 

Still in front in the stretch. 
Preemptive Strike was chal¬ 
lenged by Sweet Shani to the 
inside just before the last while 
Mixed Up produced his usual 
run on the outside. Jumping 
the last in front. Preemptive 
Strike dug in, but was no match 
for Mixed Up, who edged clear 
by a half-length while Sweet 
Shani held on for third. The 
Pennsylvania-bred winner 
erased the Flatterer disappoint¬ 
ment and picked up his eighth 


career steeplechase win while 
pushing his career jump earn¬ 
ings to $432,250. Mixed Up 
returned $4.90 and covered the 
two and a sixteenth miles in 
3:45.56. 

Hodsdon was impressed, 
especially given the scenario. 

“I was pretty nervous com¬ 
ing into today," she said. “He 
was very taken aback by what 
happened at Philadelphia— 
when we schooled him the 
other day he was very, very 
sticky. It was a Httie stressful." 

Mixed Up showed httie 
signs of stress, sitting closer 
to the pace than usual and still 
having his acceleration at the 
last fence. 

“He's gotten to the point 
where he's learned to relax out 
the back and I didn't really want 
that going two and a sixteenth 
miles with Preemptive Strike 
on the lead, so I was trying to 
sit second or third," she said. 
“I was surprised at how keen 
he was, though it was good for 
his jumping and his confidence. 
But he was dragging me early.

SOLVING THE 
EQUATION 

T rainer Doug Fout and 
jockey Matt McCarron 
won stakes in Saratoga in 
2005 and 2006, but were quiet 
for the first five weeks of the 
2007 meet—until Dark Equa¬ 
tion made lots of noise in a 
$68,000 allowance hurdle on 
August 29. 

Owned by Peggy Steinman, 
the 6-year-old ran to his even- 
money odds and assumed com¬ 
mand when asked before draw¬ 
ing off to score by five lengths 
over Dynaway, with Lead Us 
Not third, in 3:54.54 for the 
two and a sixteenth miles. The 
winner paid $4.10 as the heavy 
favorite in a seven-horse field. 

‘dt was a steering job," 
McCarron said. ‘‘The farther he 
went, the more he was running 
off on the lead. Fve never been 
on a horse at Saratoga who was 
doing that. I never did so much 
as slap on the shoulder, and that 
never happens in Saratoga." 


The race by no means 
attracted a field of future stakes 
horses, but Dark Equation—a 
Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Pohsh Numbers—^won with 
authority and suggested there 
might be more to come. He 
improved to 3-for-8 over jumps 
and has not been worse than 
third since having a wind oper¬ 
ation last year. 

“That was impeding us the 
whole time," said Fout. “It 
was choking him up. We had a 
hard time with his confidence 
when we first started. He could 
always run, but he was a little 
unsure about his jumping and 
staying up in there. 

“Now he's pretty honest 
and you can put him anywhere 
you want. With a little more 
education he can be a stakes 
horse." 

Bred by Derry Meeting Farm 
and London Thoroughbred 
Services, Dark Equation raced 
on the flat with trainer Chris- 
tophe Clement and won two 
races. He fits novice conditions 
and wiU have several lucrative 
opportunities this fall. 

RISING ROOKIE 

N ew steeplechasers essenti¬ 
ally start over as maidens, 
breaking into careers with 
clean slates and rising up the lad¬ 


der—^maiden, first-level allow¬ 
ance and so on. And Saratoga 
provides the perfect mounting 
block to bigger things. 

Arcadia Stable's Rum Squall 
continued his rise with a win 
in Saratoga's $70,000 Jonathan 
Kiser Memorial novice stakes 
on August 2. The 4-year-old 
son of Anees sat just off the 
early pace of Swimming River 
in a field of nine, and kicked 
clear late to win by a length and 
a half over Baby League with 
Prep School third. Swimming 
River took the field through 
almost two miles, with Rum 
Squall second. On the final 
turn. Dr. Bloomer passed both 
horses and surged clear—^but 
pulled Rum Squall along with 
him. Jockey Xavier Aizpuru 
waited until just before the last 
to challenge Dr. Bloomer and 
had plenty left for closers Baby 
League and Prep School. The 
winner paid $12 and got the 
two and one-sixteenth miles in 
3:48.16. 

Trained by Jack Fisher, 
Rum Squall won for the third 
consecutive time over hurdles 
after starting the year with 
two disappointing efforts that 
had little to do with him. At 
Aiken on March 24, his saddle 
shpped and he was pulled up. 
At the Carohna Cup a week 


later, he was again pulled up 
after making a jumping mistake 
and causing his jockey to lose 
an iron. Fisher risked his horse 
for a $25,000 claiming price at 
the Queen's Cup on April 28 
and Rum Squall dehvered— 
winning by almost five lengths 
in a frontrunning romp. 

Purchased from flat train¬ 
er Howard Wolfendale for 
$20,000 in 2006, Rum Squall 
dodged the claim box and kept 
improving—^winning a first- 
level allowance at Radnor in 
May and then pocketing a cool 
$42,000 with the Saratoga win. 

Each race was better, Aiz¬ 
puru said. “He's gotten a httle 
bit more confident in himself 
and just the whole sport in gen¬ 
eral," said the jockey. “He didn't 
want to attack from the word 
go and let me hold him in 
behind. That's a huge part of 
the battle, especially here. At 
our other meets you can get 
away with it because you're 
going up and down hills and 
you can get little breaks into 
your horses. At the race track 
it's so important to get your 
horse to run its strongest race." 

The win gave Aizpuru a 
sweep of the first two jump 
races of the meet—a fact that 
was not lost on the jockey (who 
also won the Flatterer Handicap 
with John Law at Philadelphia 
Park in late July). In eight days, 
Aizpuru won three races worth 
a combined $127,800 in win¬ 
ning purses. 

“What a time of the year for 
the horses to be firing the way 
that they are—they're just run¬ 
ning unbehevably," he said. 
“You always want to ride a win¬ 
ner at Saratoga. I was lucky 
enough to do that [the first 
week] and if I didn't have 
another winner I would have 
walked away from the meet 
feeling like I was ahead of the 
game." 

PAPE/SHEPPARD 
UNVEIL ANOTHER 

O wner Bill Pape and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard have 
campaigned dozens of 
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Fox Ridge Farm’s Planets Aligned (#3), from the stable of Maryland-based trainer Tom Voss, carried rider Chip Miller to 
his 200th American steeplechase win with a length and a quarter score In Saratoga’s Michael G. Walsh novice stakes. 


quality homebred steeplechas¬ 
ers, including all-time great 
Flatterer, champion Martie’s 
Anger and other major winners 
such as Mixed Up, It’s a Giggle, 
Polar Pleasure and Polar 
Parallel. 

All of them had to start 
somewhere, and Divine Fortune 
offered a glimpse at the past 
with his two starts at Saratoga. 
Just a 4-year-old, he finished 
second in the meet opener after 
dropping far off the pace and 
making a wide move to the 
front in the stretch only to be 
run down by Footlights. Three 
weeks later, the leggy chesmut 
returned to action and thrashed 
nine older rivals in winning 
a $68,000 allowance hurdle at 
two and three-eighths miles in 
4:19.92 by a laughable eight 
and a quarter lengfiis while pay¬ 
ing $3.30. The August 16 race, 
in which coupled stablemate 
Slew’s Peak finished second 
and Dynaway was third, might 
someday be looked upon as the 
start of something far greater. 

‘d hit the lead long before 
I wanted to, but there wasn’t 
much I could do,” said jockey 
Danielle Hodsdon. ‘When we 
went under the wire with a turn 
to go, he felt pressure from the 
horses behind him and he really 
wanted to go. He grabbed the 
bit and started dragging me. On 
the backside, I just tried to get 
good jumps and keep holding 
him up as best I could—when 
I got to the turn I was still hold¬ 
ing my horse and nobody else 
was coming.” 

Divine Formne started his 
hurdle career as a 3-year-old 
last fall. He broke his jump 
maiden at Radnor in May and 
followed up by breaking his 
flat maiden at Colonial Downs 
on July 1. Then came Saratoga 
and a truly dominating perfor¬ 
mance. What’s next? Perhaps 
the sky, as the Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Royal Anthem is 
still improving. 

“He’s immamre in the morn¬ 
ing and in everything he does, 
really,” said Hodsdon. “He 
doesn’t do anything wrong, but 
he’s big and gangly and feels 


hke he needs a little bit of guid¬ 
ance.” 

LIFE ON 
PLANET VOSS 

F our races through the sev¬ 
en-race Saratoga steeple¬ 
chase schedule, and trainer 
Tom Voss was winless —zero 
for his eight runners. 

And then the planets 
aligned. 

Voss entered the Fox Ridge 
Farm colorbearer Planets 
Aligned in the $70,000 Michael 
G. Walsh novice stakes on 
August 23 and watched him 
dehver a signature effort. 
Planets Aligned rated behind a 
slow pace and left the backside 
fourth behind Bold Turn, Rum 
Squall and Gigger. Third at 
the last fence, he responded to 
jockey Chip Miller and powered 
to the front in the final yards to 
win going away, by a margin 
of a length and a quarter over 
Rum Squall, in 4:40.78 for the 
two and three-eighths miles. 
The winner paid a healthy $17. 

Bred in Kentucky by Fox 
Ridge, Planets Aligned, now 6, 
raced on the flat with New York 
trainer Pat Kelly—winning at 
Saratoga last summer and even 
making a start in the Grade 3 
Knickerbocker Handicap late 


last year. Like several Fox Ridge 
horses over the years, the son 
of Gold Fever was moved to 
steeplechasing once he looked 
to have reached a ceiling in flat 
racing competition. He started 
slowly with a fall at Atlanta on 
April 14. Two weeks later he 
finished 10 th at Foxfield, and 
two weeks after that he won at 
Nashville in his first trip under 
Miller. 

Planets Aligned made two 
flat starts and went to Saratoga, 
where he started out with an 
even sixth behind Rum Squall 
on August 2. Voss called on 
Miller again for the August 23 
race, and the jockey collected 
the 200th American victory of 
his career. 

Miller joined just seven oth¬ 
ers in the 200 club—Joe Aitche- 
son (440), Paddy Smithwick 
(398), Dooley Adams (301), 
Jerry Fishback (301), Tommy 
Walsh (253) and Miller’s sister, 
Blythe (202). Chip Miller, 37, 
began riding in 1991 and is 
the senior member of the pro¬ 
fessional steeplechase jockey 
colony. 

Reaching the milestone 
made him pause. 

“Unfortunately I’ve been 
thinking about it all summer, 
because we don’t ride much and 


I’ve been at 199 for a while,” he 
said. “I never counted num¬ 
bers, never counted how many 
races I had in a year, 10 years, 
whatever. But this makes me 
think of how long I’ve been 
doing it, makes me think of the 
horses and the experiences I’ve 
had. I’ve been riding [at Sara¬ 
toga] for 15 years, and to pass 
that much time with people 
means something. You read that 
you’re the eighth jockey to do it 
and you have to think about it. 
Wow, that’s something. It’s not 
for me to say what it means. 
You win them one at a time.” 

He won this one with a sig¬ 
nature Chip Miller ride: judging 
the pace correcdy, saving 
ground and moving into con¬ 
tention without using his horse. 

“I didn’t reahze we were 
second-to-last with a turn to 
go,” said Miller. “I was riding 
to get the trip. The way he ran 
last time, I was being careful. I 
didn’t want to be too aggres¬ 
sive.”

How the Marion 
duPont Scott 
Equine Medicai 
Center deait with 
EHV-1 outbreak 



Virginia Tech's Marion duPont 
Scott Equine Medical Center in 
Leesburg, Va., was closed early this 
year (February 19 through March 
29), due to an EHV-1 outbreak. 
Dr Nat White, the center's director, 
described his experience in succes^ully 
leading the faculty and staff from 
initial closure to reopening. 

F ebruary is always a very 
busy time for the Marion 
duPont Scott Equine 
Medical Center (EMC). With 
foal season just beginning and 
training resuming for various 
activities, February starts the 
busy spring season. When on 
Wednesday, February 7, 2007, 
a horse was admitted for colic, 
nothing seemed out of the ordi¬ 
nary. The surgery was success¬ 
ful and the horse was hospital- 
i 2 ed for postoperative care. 

On Sunday, February 11, 
while being stalled in the hos¬ 


pital barn, this same horse 
developed neurologic signs. 
Because he had a fever, the 
gelding was immediately placed 
in the EMOs isolation unit and 
tested for equine herpesvirus 
type 1 (EHV-l) and other pos¬ 
sible problems. Cerebral spinal 
fluid collected that day yielded 
a pure culture of the bacte¬ 
ria Streptococcus pneumoniae 
(SP). This result was specific 
for a diagnosis of meningitis 
and easily explained the symp¬ 
toms exhibited by the horse. 

A few days passed with¬ 
out any significant changes to 
the horse's condition. Then, on 
Friday, February 16, Dr. Harold 
McKenxie, assistant professor 
of equine medicine, met with 
me to report that the patient 
we thought had been suffering 
from bacterial meningitis had 
received a positive polymerase 
chain reaction (PCR) test for 
EHV-1 and was hkely infected 
with the disease. 

EHV-1, which is highly con¬ 
tagious between horses, nor¬ 
mally affects the upper respi¬ 
ratory system causing a fever, 
nasal discharge and depression. 
The virus usually causes mild 
symptoms. Horses exposed to 
it do develop immunity, howev¬ 
er the immunity is short-lived 
and provides no protection 
from re-infection. 

The neurologic form of 
EHV-1 is a mutant form of 


the respiratory virus. There is 
no information about what 
causes the mutation, but horses 
who are stressed appear to be 
at higher risk of contracting 
this strain of the virus. Both 
forms of the virus can be car¬ 
ried by horses without clinical 
effect. Stress appears to allow 
the virus to multiply and cause 
clinical signs. The neurologic 
form affects the blood ves¬ 
sels in the brain and spinal 
cord, causing inflammation in 
those areas. Horses can suf¬ 
fer from fever, ataxia, bladder 
paralysis and recumbency with 
the inability to rise. However, 
animals who can be maintained 
during the period of neuro¬ 
logic signs most often survive, 
with some returning to normal 
and others retaining residual 
neurologic damage. 

After speaking with Dr. 
McKen 2 ie, I called a meeting 
with him and the other mem¬ 
bers of our internal medicine 
team—Dr. Martin Furr, pro¬ 
fessor and Adelaide C. Riggs 
chair in equine medicine, and 
Dr. Anne Desrochers, clinical 
assistant professor in equine 
medicine—to discuss the impli¬ 
cations of these results. We 
all knew the risks that EHV-1 
posed, and, although I already 
had an appreciation for the 
value of my colleagues' special- 
i 2 ed veterinary training, that 
meeting confirmed my respect 
for their talent and knowledge. 

After brainstorming about 
the best and worst possible 
scenarios of a herpesvirus 
epidemic, we decided to take 
several actions to contain the 
suspected infection. Testing of 
all current patients for EHV-1 
was initiated. The facihty was 
divided into isolated biosecu¬ 
rity perimeters in order to stop 
movement of animals inside the 
hospital. New cases were lim¬ 
ited to emergencies and elective 
outpatients only. We used our 
detailed medical records system 
to generate a report containing 
each horse's movement with¬ 
in the hospital beginning at 4 
p.m. on Wednesday, February 7 
(when the index case arrived). 
Affected owners were alerted 


to the level of risk and were 
instructed in methods for pre¬ 
venting the potential spread of 
the virus at their homes. 

When, on Monday, February 
19, a second horse in the hospi¬ 
tal exhibited neurologic signs, 
virus transmission was con¬ 
firmed and the hospital was 
closed to admission and release 
of horses. Based on the man¬ 
agement of recent EHV-1 out¬ 
breaks in Colorado, Florida and 
Ohio, we knew that waiting 
would only increase the risk of 
spreading the infection, not just 
inside of the hospital, but 
potentially throughout the Mid- 
Atlantic region, where trans¬ 
port and contact among horses 
is constant. 

I immediately contacted the 
state veterinarian of Virginia, 
Dr. Richard Wilkes, who agreed 
that quarantine of the EMC 
was the most prudent action. 
Though the word “quaran¬ 
tine" ehcited a panic among 
the equine community, it was 
an absolutely essential step for 
bringing attention to a disease 
that had the capabihty of crip- 
phng the industry for months. 
By closing the hospital and pre¬ 
venting horses from leaving, 
the infection was contained. 

After the official quaran¬ 
tine order was issued by the 
state on Tuesday, February 20, 
we took immediate action to 
ensure that the pubhc received 
accurate and timely informa¬ 
tion concerning the simation. 
The EMC held two open meet¬ 
ings—one for veterinarians 
and one for horse owners— 
at which the internal medicine 
faculty, along with the state 
veterinarians from Virginia and 
Maryland, spoke and answered 
questions. Postings on our Web 
site were updated daily and a 
toll-free hotiine was established 
so that questions from owners 
and concerned industry repre¬ 
sentatives could be answered in 
an accurate and timely manner. 
Daily conference calls between 
the EMC and the state vet¬ 
erinarians' offices allowed us 
to confirm that all informa¬ 
tion released was correct and 
consistent. 
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Despite these measures, 
rumors and misinformation 
about the virus and the num¬ 
ber of horses affected were 
rampant. 

Here are the facts—the 
Marion duPont Scott Equine 
Medical Center was closed for 
a total of 42 days. During that 
time, three horses being held at 
the facihty tested positive for 
EHV-1. One of these horses 
was euthani 2 ed for a differ¬ 
ent problem, while the other 
two were treated and eventu- 
aUy recovered. Three additional 
horses, who were released from 
the hospital prior to initiation 
of testing, tested positive by 
PCR and were quarantined on 
their respective farms. One of 
these horses was euthani 2 ed 
for an unrelated condition. The 
hospital reopened on Friday, 
March 30, after aU of the horses 
housed at the EMC during the 
quarantine had been released 
and cleaning of the facihties 
was completed. 

I was particularly pleased 
with the trust the hospital 
developed with the public by 
quickly implementing closure 
and by disbursing critical infor¬ 
mation about the s tarns of the 
outbreak. When we reopened, 
many owners immediately 
made appointments and activi¬ 
ty levels returned to normal. 

Nonetheless, the closure 
created a huge economic deficit 
for the center and the industry. 
Though there is no way to 
estimate the economic loss to 
the horse industry in the Mid- 
Atlantic region caused by this 
outbreak, it is clear that when 
horse movement is curtailed 
and equine services are halted 
for even one month, the finan¬ 
cial impact is in the millions of 
doUars. 

Upon reviewing our actions, 
it is apparent that the faculty 
and staff knew how to medi¬ 
cally manage the outbreak. I 
was also extremely pleased with 
the cooperation and support 
received from owners, industry 
representatives, government 
officials, our coUege (the Vir- 
ginia-Maryland Regional College 


of Veterinary Medicine) and our 
university (Virginia Tech). 

If another outbreak were to 
occur, we would follow the 
same medical and communica¬ 
tions procedures. However, I 
feel strongly that the equine 
industry needs a better com¬ 
munications system for dis¬ 
seminating factual information, 
and a stronger commitment to 
understanding how decisions 
for closures and canceUations 
are made based on risk to the 
entire horse industry. Voluntary 
closing of events and activities 
during the initial phase of iden¬ 
tifying possible exposure is the 
best way to stop diseases such 
as EHV-1 from spreading and 
limiting horse and economic 
loss. In addition, an industry¬ 
wide horse identification sys¬ 
tem is needed to help track and 
contain this type of an out¬ 
break. Though controversial, 
developing a way to identify aU 
horses and track their where¬ 
abouts is critical to preventing 
the spread of infectious dis¬ 
eases, thereby saving time and 
money. 

Equine herpesvirus is a com¬ 
mon virus that occurs in horse 
populations worldwide. It has 
been estimated that up to 70 
percent of healthy adult horses 
may have the latent virus in 
their system. The available vac¬ 
cines do not afford complete 
protection. There appears to 
be an increase in the number 
of outbreaks of the neurologic 
form of the disease. Though 
we don’t know when or where 
it will happen, the neurologic 
form of EHV-1 wiH be back. 
This experience has taught 
me that while we work toward 
better methods of treatment 
and testing through research, 
individuals and organi 2 ations 
dealing with horses at any level 
need to be ready to respond 
quickly and openly in order to 
prevent a major epidemic. ^

BREEDERS’ 
CUP HOPEFULS 
TEST TRACK 
AT MONMOUTH 
PARK

T rainer Jerry HoUendorfer, 
based in northern Califor¬ 
nia, came to Monmouth 
Park with his Grade 1 filly 
Hystericalady and ran her 
in the MoUy Pitcher Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2 on August 25 
as a potential preview of her 
chances two months later, over 
the same strip, in the Breeders’ 
Cup. 

He left satisfied with what 
he saw 

Hystericalady dominated 
her rivals, leading every step 
of the way and drawing off to 
win by six and a quarter lengths 
over a fast main track. She was 
the 7-5 favorite in a field of 
seven fillies and mares in the 
showcase race of Monmouth’s 
distaff division. 

The long trip from Hollen- 
dorfer’s base netted $180,000 
for the parmership of Rancho 
San Miguel, Dr. George Todaro 
and HoUendorfer. Hystericala- 
dy’s experience over the track 
may be priceless if she runs in 
the Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Sprint or Distaff-Gl. 

‘‘We’d like to be in the pic¬ 
ture at the end of the year,” 
HoUendorfer said in the win¬ 
ner’s circle after the race. “We’U 
take her back to California now 
and come up with a training 
and racing regimen with the 
Breeders’ Cup here in mind.” 

The MoUy Pitcher was an 
appeaUng option for Hollen- 
dorfer because of its timing 
and because it put Hystericalady 
back on dirt. Her last dirt start

was an impressive four-length 
victory in the Grade 1 Humana 
Distaff on the Kentucky Derby 
undercard. 

She followed that with a 
second and third, respectively, 
in the Milady Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G2 and Vanity Invita¬ 
tional Handicap-Gl, each over 
the synthetic track at HoUy- 
wood Park. The unbeaten 
Nashoba’s Key won both 
races. 

“Not only did she run 
against great horses, but I don’t 
think she completely cared for 
the synthetic track,” HoUen¬ 
dorfer said. “Hopefully, dirt is 
the answer.” 

Eddie Castro was aboard 
Hystericalady for the first time, 
and he seHed the lead imme¬ 
diately. They set comfortable 
fractions while India, another 
multiple graded stakes winner, 
tracked her in second. Turning 
for home, Hystericalady pow¬ 
ered clear and crossed the wire 
in 1:41.85 for a mUe and a 
sixteenth. Maryland-bred long- 
shot Lexi Star caught India by a 
neck for the place spot. 

Hystericalady, a 4-year-old 
chestnut daughter of Distorted 
Humor, was bred in Kentucky 
by Abbott Properties. This was 
her second Grade 2 win, to go 
with her earUer Grade 1 score. 

Kettleoneup finished 
fourth, foUowed by Promenade 
Girl (last year’s MoUy Pitcher 
winner). Peak Maria’s Way and 
Mauralakana (Ft). 

Locally based Gottcha 
Gold became an improbable 
star of the handicap division at 
Monmouth this summer, fend¬ 
ing off out-of-town invaders 
on two different occasions but 
each time with tithe respect 
from the betting public. 

After winning the $300,000 
Philip H. Isetin Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3 on August 18, he 
_ stands on the edge of a bid in 
y the Breeders’ Cup Dirt MUe 
I over a track where he has won 
I two Grade 3 races.

Gottcha Gold upset Lawyer 
Ron in the Grade 3 Salvator 
Mile in late June at odds of 
10-1. Lawyer Ron returned 
from the loss to win the Grade 
1 Whitney at Saratoga in a 
thoroughly dominating perfor¬ 
mance. And yet, Gottcha Gold 
was given even less of a shot in 
the IseHn, when he was discard¬ 
ed at 15-1. Bettors apparently 
chalked up his frontrunning 
Salvator win to a predominant 
speed bias that day. 

“I never thought he 
should've been 15-1," Plesa 
said after the Isehn. “No mat¬ 
ter how he did it, he beat a 
great horse last time. I thought 
he was dismissed today." 

Gottcha Gold, with Chuck 
Lope 2 aboard, pressed paceset¬ 
ter B areola through a half mile 
before taking over down the 
backstretch. Gottcha Gold was 
never threatened from there 
and he cruised home to win 
by four and a half lengths. He 
covered nine furlongs over a 
fast main track in 1:48.36. 

Brother Bobby raUied for 
second, well clear of Indy 
Wind. Pennsylvania-bred Mas¬ 
ter Command, the 6-5 favorite 
and a multiple graded s takes- 
winning milhonaire, finished 
fourth. 

Talkin About Love 

remained unbeaten in five starts 
this year, all at Monmouth, 
when she won the $200,000 
Monmouth Breeders' Cup 
Oaks-G3 on August 12. She 
became the first New Jersey- 
bred fiUy to win the Oaks since 
Monmouth reopened in 1946. 

Stewart Elliott guided the 
winner to a ground-saving 
trip throughout, sitting several 
lengths off the pace before 
rallying along the rail to sei 2 e 
the lead mrning for home. She 
won by one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths and covered the 


mile and a sixteenth in 1:43.78. 
Scooter Girl, at 30-1, finished 
second, almost five lengths 
ahead of Lady Marlboro in the 
six-horse field. 

Talkin About Love, a daugh¬ 
ter of Not For Love out of 
She's Jane (by Northern Idol), 
was bred, owned and trained by 
Kevin Sleeter. The Sleeters— 
father Gerry, his wife Carolyn, 
and their sons Kevin, Kasey 
and Kurt—are the first family 
of New Jersey breeding. 

“She's just been getting more 
mamre as the season goes on," 
Kevin Sleeter said. 

Talent Search dominated 
four rivals in the $100,000 
Teddy Drone Stakes on August 
8 and, according to his trainer. 


Mark Shuman, earned a ticket 
to the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl 
on October 27. 

The outcome was never in 
doubt after Talent Search, the 
4-5 favorite ridden by Ryan 
Fogelsonger, broke like a shot. 
He won by six and a quarter 
lengths and covered six fur¬ 
longs over a fast track in 
1:08.99. Suave Ja22 was a dis¬ 
tant second and Who's the 
Cowboy edged second choice 
Joey P. for third. 

The Teddy Drone was the 
third win of the year in six starts 
for Talent Search, a 4-year-old 
by Catienus who races in the 
colors of his breeders, Ken and 
Sarah Ramsey. After taking the 
Jim McKay Stakes at Pimlico by 


six lengths in April, he finished 
second to Diabolical in the 
Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3 
on May 19. 

“He was only about 80 per¬ 
cent for this race and he ran 
great," Shuman said after the 
Teddy Drone, his first race 
since the May start. “The plan, 
as of now, is to get back here 
for the Breeders' Cup." 

With a week remaining in 
the Monmouth meet, Jason 
Servis said he didn't expect 
to catch Todd Pletcher for the 
training title. Title or not, it 
has been a breakout meet for 
Servis, 50, who only six years 
ago became a public trainer. 

Servis's barn has been the 
local standout in a season 
otherwise dominated by New 
York trainers Pletcher, Bruce 
Levine and Richard Dutrow, 
who have kept satellite opera¬ 
tions in New Jersey. Servis has 
a barn loaded with talented 
New Jersey-breds who have 
taken advantage of the lucra¬ 
tive purses offered for state- 
breds. 

Servis has consistently 
been a high-percentage condi¬ 
tioner with claimers. The first 
two times he sent out former 
claimer Safe Play resulted in 
back-to-back wins, including 
the My Frenchman Stakes 
on August 11. And low-lev- 
el claimer Shanghai Sweetie 
reeled off four straight wins 
after Servis dropped her down 
in class. 

“It's a challenge," Servis 
said about claiming horses. 
“My barn Hkes it. And we've 
done very well at it." 

Servis became a pubhc 
trainer in 2001 after serving as 
the late Peter Fortay's assistant. 
Before that he had been a jock¬ 
ey, exercise rider and valet in 
the jockeys' room. His brother, 
John, gained widespread fame 
as the conditioner of 2004 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Smarty Jones. 

Trainer Greg Sacco 
received several nice additions 
to his barn at the end of July, 
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and they immediately paid divi¬ 
dends. 

Brian Miller, who races 
under the name of Silly Goose 
Racing Stable, transferred eight 
horses from Kelly Breen, Mon¬ 
mouth's 2006 leading trainer, 
to Sacco, including the talented 
older mare Prop Me Up. In her 
first start for Sacco, and as the 
first horse Sacco saddled for 
Miller, she won the $100,000 
Lady’s Secret Stakes on the 
HaskeU undercard. Sacco called 
it the ^‘highlight of the meet” 
for his barn. 

‘‘All the horses came to me 
in good shape,” Sacco said. 
“Kelly and I know how these 
things work. It’s just part of 
the game. 

“Brian is reaUy active, espe¬ 
cially in high-end claimers,” he 
added. 

Prop Me Up, who had 
placed in several graded stakes 
on turf and dirt over the past 
year, became the leading horse 
in Sacco’s barn. Miller also sent 
Sacco Cachinnated, who set 
the pace and finished fifth in 
the Lady’s Secret and then was 
disquahfied from first to sec¬ 


ond in a third-level allowance 
race on the mrf on August 25. 

Sacco has 48 horses in his 
stable and said he plans to 
send 12 to 16 horses to Fair 
Grounds in New Orleans this 
winter. That’s a new develop¬ 
ment for this expanding opera¬ 
tion, which win also have horses 
in Florida and New York after 
Monmouth closes. 

Apprentice rider Jermaine 
Bridgmohan has a source 
of knowledge that few other 
young jockeys have—an older 
brother with Echpse Award 
credentials. 

Jermaine, 19, is the younger 
brother of Shaun Bridgmohan, 
the established jockey and 1998 
Eclipse Award-winning appren¬ 
tice. Jermaine currently has a 
five-pound bug, and switched 
his tack from south Florida to 
Monmouth in late July. 

“I talk to my brother every 
day,” Jermaine said. “He tells 
me what I’m doing wrong and 
what I’m doing right He’s a 
huge help. Because of him, my 
name sort of carries along, and 
it has helped me get mounts.” 


After coming to Monmouth, 
he was noticed by several train¬ 
ers and picked up a full slate 
of mounts daily. He had eight 
wins as of August 25. 

Bridgmohan took out his 
riding license at 17 and rode his 
first winner on August 6, 2006, 
at Calder. He was the runaway 
leading rider at the 2006/’07 
Tropical meet there, setting the 
record for most winners in a 
single meet with 110. 

Two major spills derailed 
Bridgmohan after that record 
meet. He suffered career-im¬ 
peding injuries on opening day 
at Gulfstream Park, breaking 
his collarbone, right wrist and 
two ribs. Upon returning in 
March at Gulfstream Park, he 
had yet another spiU, and that 
delayed his Monmouth arriv¬ 
al until the latter half of the 
meet. 

Herb McCauley, one of the 
leading jockeys at Monmouth 
in the 1980s and 1990s, is hop¬ 
ing to make a comeback this 
fall, at the age of 50. 

McCauley has not rid¬ 
den since 1998 after severely 
breaking his leg in a spiU at 


Monmouth. He expects to ride 
on the New York/New Jersey 
circuit. 

McCauley has been get¬ 
ting on horses for trainer Alan 
Goldberg at Colts Neck Farm, 
located about 10 minutes from 
Monmouth, as well as breezing 
horses at the race track. 

“I’m feehng good, and 
I’ve got my weight down to 
115 with the help of a physi¬ 
cal trainer and a nutritionist,” 
McCauley said. “I’m looking 
forward to riding again.” 

McCauley won 3,049 races 
from 1975 through 1998. He 
was the leading apprentice rider 
at Keystone Park (now Phila¬ 
delphia Park) in 1975 and Mon¬ 
mouth in 1976. He won three 
riding titles at the Meadow- 
lands in the early 1980s, 
including in 1985, when he 
ranked third in the nation in 
wins with 316. 

He moved his tack to New 
York in 1987 and enjoyed his 
best year in 1992, when he won 
25 stakes, including the Travers 
and Jim Dandy at Saratoga 
aboard Thunder Rumble. W

10-DAY MINI¬

L ive racing returned to 
Maryland with Laurel 
Park’s 10-day summer 
meeting, August 10 to 23. 

Michael Gill led aU own¬ 
ers while Dale Capuano, 
Hamilton Smith and Gammy 
Vazquez tied for the training 
title with four wins apiece. It 
was Capuano’s 30th tide at the 
major Maryland meets. Luis 
Garcia took his second career 
jockey title. 

Laurel’s summer stand, or 
mini-meet, included twihght 
races during the weekday cards, 
and was advertised as “Ten 
Days at 10 Percent—^Racing’s 
Best Bet.” The track experi¬ 
mented with an industry-low 
10 percent takeout (actually 
a blended rate of 11.4 percent) 
on aU bets on Maryland races. 

The reduced takeout was 
an attempt to build business 


and attract attention to the 
Maryland product, but results 
were inconclusive. 

Laurel’s chief operating 
officer, Lou Raffetto, said: “I 
do believe this is a concept that 
the industry should continue to 
explore. It is debatable whether 
or not racing’s current business 
model is working and I think 
we should keep an open mind 
as the industry searches for 
ways to grow the business.” 

Foard Wilgis and Dave Pica- 
rello hved the owner’s dream 
with Cherokee’s Boy, a Mary- 
land-bred son of Citidancer 
who won or placed in 28 stakes 
and earned $1,177,946 before 
retiring to stud at the end of 
last season. 

Wilgis and PicareUo could 
be on their way back to stardom 
after their 2-year-old homebred 
first-time starter Wonder Mon 


upset a tough maiden special 
weight field on August 11. 

Wonder Mon is the first 
foal out of Runnin Wonder, a 
half-sister to Cherokee’s Boy. 
Runnin Wonder (by Chimes 
Band) placed in two stakes and 
earned $79,100. 

Trained by Gary Capuano, 
Wonder Mon completed the 
six furlongs in 1:13.48 to best 
Regal Solo by a length, with 
Take a Leap third. Travis Dun- 
kelberger rode the winner. Also 
found in the nine-horse field 
were the Storm Cat colt X 
Rated Cat, the second foal out 
of champion Xtra Heat, and 
Perfect Eye, a colt by Fusaichi 
Pegasus out of the Storm Cat 
mare Fara’s Passion, a half-sis¬ 
ter to Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
G1 winner Concern. 

Maryland-bred gelding Our 
Peak found the winner’s circle 
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for the first time in 17 months 
by surviving a grueling stretch 
duel and getting a nose vic¬ 
tory in a one-mile allowance/ 
optional claimer on August 17. 

The only starter in the 
seven-horse field sent off at 
double-digit odds, at 10.90-1, 


the 4-year-old trained by Katy 
Voss for Wayne Harrison’s 
Twin Oaks Stable had been 
close on numerous occasions 
in 11 starts since his shocking 
score in Laurel Park’s Private 
Terms Stakes, also at one mile, 
in March 2006 at odds of 73-1.

He 
kept his 2007 record perfect 
in four starts when he cap¬ 
tured the $75,000 Nick Shuk 
Memorial Stakes on August 4 
by three and a quarter lengths 
over Dinner in Odem and 
Discreet Charmer. 

It was the stakes debut for 
the gelded son of Stravinsky 
who is trained by Bruce Jackson. 
He was timed in 1:42.89 for the 
mile and a sixteenth. 

Purchased by Schultz for 
$18,000 as a weanling at the 
2004 Keeneland November 
sale, Starvinsky has earned 
$104,580; all but $780 of that 
amount has come this year. 

“He had legitimate excuses 
for his two efforts as a 2-year- 
old,” said Jackson, who is based 
at the Fair Hill Training Center. 
“In his first start, it was on 
the grass and he had to come 
out of the 13-hole at Laurel 
Park, which was a taU order 
to begin with.

They named 
Wildcat Bettie B. in honor of 
their late friend Bettie Bradley. 

Jet Run, a son of Waquoit 
and a full brother to multiple 
stakes winner and $315,145- 
earner Water Cannon, captured 
the $55,000 Par Four Stakes 
for 2-year-olds at six furlongs 
on August 18. Trained by Mike 
Petro and ridden by his brother 
Nick, Jet Run ran down duel¬ 
ing pacesetters in midstretch 
to capture the Par Four by 
one and a quarter lengths in 
1:12.15, and boosted his hfe- 
time mark to two starts, two 
wins and $67,730 in earnings. 
Bred in Maryland by Charles 
and Cynthia McGinnes, Jet 
Run (out of Crying in the Rain, 
by Baederwood) is owned by 
Timothy Cunningham, who 
purchased him for $65,000 at 
last year’s Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearhng sale. 

Freshman sire Proud Citi 2 en 
got his first stakes winner when 
Brereton Jones’s Proud Spell 
captured the $55,000-added 
White Clay Creek Stakes on 
August 25.

Under 
jockey Gabriel Sae 2 , Proud 
Spell kept her record perfect, 
winning her second start in a 
quick 1:09.15 for six furlongs. 

Proud Spell capped a ban¬ 
ner day for her trainer, Larry 
Jones, who also capmred the 
Grade 1 King’s Bishop Stakes 
at Saratoga with Pennsylvania- 
bred Hard Spun. 

Jayeff B Stables’s Awfully 
Smart and Robert Abbo Rac¬ 


ing Stable LLC’s Better Than 
Bonds landed in a match race 
on August 6 when four horses 
in the six-horse field were 
scratched. However, the two 
put on quite a show for fans as 
they locked up in a head-to- 
head battle from the start of 
the allowance and dueled to the 
wire, with Awfully Smart pre¬ 
vailing by a desperate neck after 
covering the mile and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:45 flat.

Command is owned by Carol

“I knew she would like the 
turf, because she’d finished 
second on it in one start last 
year, and her mother loved it, 
too,” she said.

Though she has two horses in 
training at Philadelphia, and 
was expecting two juveniles 
to arrive in September, Wolf 
spends most of her afternoons 
and evenings on the road, haul¬ 
ing horses to race tracks, farms 
and vet clinics. 


“As an example of how 
much driving I do, my truck is 
3 years old, and I have 174,000 
miles on it,” she said. 

Wolf said she has no regrets 
about leaving her job in the 
“real world” behind, and that 
her husband was supportive of 
her career change. 

“I really enjoy the horses 
and working outside,” said 
Wolf. “And I’m lucky that I 
have a place where I can give 
horses time off if they need 
it, like Cimmeron Sue did. I 
don’t answer to an owner, only 
myself, so I don’t have to worry 
about it.” 

Fox Hill Farms’s Kittery 
Point captured her second 
lifetime race with a victory in 
a $37,000 allowance on July 
30 for trainer Steve Mick.

Races were fuU with an average 
of 9.1 starters per race (up 
from 8.7 in 2006). 

Perennial leaders David 
Ross, Hamilton Smith and 
Horacio Karamanos won 
their respective divisions. 

Ross dominated the owners’ 
standings for the third straight 
summer, winning 24 races at 
the meet and ending Michael 
GiU’s reign as Colonial Downs’s 
all-time leading owner by num¬ 
ber of wins. Ross has produced 
65 wins and $1,062,405 in earn¬ 
ings at Colonial since jumping 
fuU-bore into the sport just a 
few years ago. Owner/trainer 
Gaston Sandoval finished sec¬ 
ond with 11 tallies and WiUiam 
M. Backer and Michael GiU tied 
for third with six wins. 




Dispatched at odds of 1-5, Graham Motion-trained Kona Blend lived up 
to expectations, setting a stakes record in the John D. Marsh Stakes. 


Smith had 20 wins from 106 
starts to lead the trainers’ race 
for the second straight year and 
fifth time overall. All-time 
Colonial leader Ferris AHen fin¬ 
ished second with 18 wins. 
Graham Motion finished third 


with 14 wins from just 36 
starts. 

Karamanos won his third 
jockey title, finishing with 62 
wins and $1,593,512 in purse 
earnings, highhghted by his vic¬ 
tory with Red Giant in the 


Virginia Derby. Karamanos 
became Colonial’s aU-time wins 
leader on July 6. The 34-year- 
old now owns 292 wins and is 
also at the top of the earnings 
list with $5.7 miUion in purses. 

Vinery Stable and Steve 
Asmussen stretched their 
nationwide sweep to Colonial 
Downs, annexing the James¬ 
town Stakes for 2-year-olds on 
August 7. X J2s Posse van¬ 
quished pacesetter PiUow Pal 
in the last strides to win the 
$60,000 stakes on closing day. 

Vinery stands first-crop stal¬ 
lion Posse at its Lexington 
farm, and T. J.’s Posse contin¬ 
ued to build Posse’s lead as the 
nation’s top freshman sire. 
Under Dane Kobiskie, T. J.’s 
Posse satin fifth before rallying 
to take the six-furlong dirt 
stakes restricted to Virginia- 
bred or sired runners. PiUow 
Pal held on for second, with 
Social Quest third, after six 
furlongs in 1:10.52. 

T. J.’s Posse was bred by Vir¬ 
ginia-based horseman Larry 
Johnson from his stakes-win- 
ning mare T. J.’s Turn (by 
Meadowlake), who is a grand¬ 
daughter of Johnson’s founda¬ 
tion producer, Ran’s Chick. 

The Jamestown win was the 
second in two starts for T. J.’s 
Posse and part of a four-win 
night for Kobiskie. 

Graham Motion continued 
his prolific record at Colonial 
when sending out La 2 y Lane 
Farms Inc.’s Kona Blend to 
take the John D. Marsh Stakes 
on August 5. Sent off at 1-5, 
the 4-year-old Dixieland Band 
gelding had the race in his grasp 
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from the start, scooting to the 
lead and never looking back to 
score by a comfortable three 
and a quarter lengths under 
Kendrick Carmouche. Wye fol¬ 
lowed the entire trip in second; 
Cryptogram got up to be third. 
The mile and a sixteenth was 
run in 1:41.03 over the firm 
turf course. 

Kona Blend set a new stakes 
record and just missed Grass 
Roots’s course record of 
1:41.01. 

Kona Blend capitalized on 
his Virginia roots, winning two 
Virginia-bred stakes at the 
meet. He wired his rivals in the 
$60,000 Daniel Van Chef 
Stakes on July 1. 

Unbridled Behavior 
upset the $60,000 Chesapeake 
Stakes on August 4. Trained by 
Mehssa Begley for Maryland- 
based owner Robert Atkinson, 
Unbridled Behavior ralhed 
to win the dirt stakes over 
Mister Supremo and Hi Time 
Scott, finishing six furlongs in 
1:09.30. Erick Rodriguez guid¬ 
ed the 4-year-old gelded son of 
Unbridled’s Song to the victory. 
The winner paid a healthy $24 
in the five-horse field.

Goose Stakes winner Octave, 
a miUionaire who was also run¬ 
ner-up in the 2006 Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile FiUies Stakes-Gl. 
His dam, stakes winner Belle 
Nuit (by Dr. Carter), has also 
produced graded winner BeUe 
Cherie and stakes winner Be 
Mine Tonight. 

Andrea^s Pic will surely 
miss Colonial. The 4-year-old 
Housebuster filly won her 
second straight added-mon- 
ey event when she scored in 
the $40,000 Sissy Woolums 
Memorial Stakes on August 3. 
Sent off the favorite after win¬ 
ning the Somethingroyal earlier 
in the meet, Andrea’s Pic tallied 
by two and a quarter lengths 
over Je Suis Prest and Meadow 
Phone Home. 

Owned and bred by Paula 
Haughey’s P.T.K LLC, Andrea’s 
Pic finished the five and a half 
furlongs in 1:02.28. Trained by 
Rodney Jenkins, Andrea’s Pic 
ran her turf record to 2-for-3 
and her overall record to 5-for- 
10 . * 


MR MUTTER 
COMES 

THROUGH LOUD 
AND CLEAR AT 
PENN NATIONAL

T he field for the $50,000 
Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Cup on August 9 was 
reduced to five runners when 
the race was moved from the 
turf to the sloppy main oval, 
but the change didn’t bother 
Stanley Stables’s Mr Mutter, 
who came home two and a 
quarter lengths in front of 
last year’s winner, McClay and 
Nye’s Procreate. Sandys Gold 
was third. 

‘‘He prefers the turf,” said 
Jonathan Joyce, Mr Mutter’s 
jockey. “But he can handle 
either surface equally well. In 
a race hke this if you don’t 
fall far enough behind to have 
everybody kicking mud in your 
face, you’re okay.” 


Mr Mutter was prominently 
placed near the lead through¬ 
out the five-furlong dash, a fac¬ 
tor that made a big difference, 
according to Joyce. 

“We stayed near the front 
the whole race, so I didn’t have 
to worry about my horse get¬ 
ting upset because of the mud 
flying his way,” he said. 

Trained by King T. Leather- 
bury, Mr Mutter completed the 
distance in :57.46 and earned 
$30,000. 

It was the first stakes vic¬ 
tory for Mr Mutter, a lightly 
raced 6-year-old son of Wayne 
County (Ire) bred in Maryland 
by his owner. 

Unraced at 2, Mr Mutter 
was unplaced in one start at 3, 


then won three of 10 starts at 
4, and was third that year in the 
Maryland Million Turf Sprint. 
Last year, he was winless in 
seven starts, but this season he 
has won half of his four starts 
and recorded a second and a 
third, both in stakes events. 

Lifetime, he’s bankrolled 
$151,925. 

Procreate’s effort on the 
sloppy track was good enough 
for Harry Nye and Thomas 
McClay, who own the 9-year- 
old veteran. Bred in Maryland 
by Robert E. Meyerhoff, Pro¬ 
create (by Mt. Livermore out 
of graded winner Broad Smile, 
by Broad Brush) has won or 
placed in nine stakes since Nye 
and McClay claimed him for 
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$7,500 in April 2003 at Charles 
Town. He set a world record 
for five furlongs on the turf 
(:53.79) in the 2005 Yankee 
Affair Stakes at Gulfstream 
Park. 

‘d can’t complain about 
what Pve gotten out of this 
horse ” said Nye. ‘A win last 
year and a place this year in 
Penn National’s biggest race 
is pretty good for him. I can’t 
imagine we’ll still be racing him 
next year. But even if this is his 
last season for us, he’s been a 
good horse.” 

Procreate is conditioned 
by Michael Trombetta, who 
succeeded the late John Zim¬ 
merman as his trainer. In 65 
career starts. Procreate has 
earned $431,785. 

Allen’s Close Call, a 
4-year-old Maryland-bred son 
of Allen’s Prospect, scored a 
decisive victory over six rivals 
in a six-furlong allowance on 


August 22, completing the dis¬ 
tance in a swift 1:09.77 over a 
track labeled good. 

Trained by Todd Beattie 
and owned by Golconda Farm, 
Allen’s Close CaU took the lead 
from the start under jockey 
Edwin Pere 2 and was never 
seriously threatened, coasting 
home in front by three and a 
half lengths. Sunny Jim, from 
the Philadelphia Park barn of 
trainer Bob Seeger, rallied from 
sixth to get the runner-up spot, 
while the Bruce Kravets-trained 
Really Reilly was third. 

One race later on the same 
card, Pennsylvania-bred Favor¬ 
ite Knocker, a daughter of 
Knockadoon, triumphed in a 
mile and a sixteenth allowance. 
Trained by Gilberto Rivera 
and ridden by Ricardo Opa 2 o, 
Favorite Knocker pounded 
her five rivals into submission, 
storming home to a 10-length 


victory. Heavily favored Golden 
Mirror finished fifth. 

Trainer Tim Woolley and 
jockey Victor Mohna, who suc¬ 
cessfully teamed up to win sev¬ 
eral stakes this summer with 
Equivine Farm’s Redaspen, 
found the winner’s circle again 
on August 17 with BroadwaU 
Farm’s Whip Smart, a 4-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Smart Strike. 

Reserved in fourth position 
early by Mohna, Whip Smart 
began her rally along the inside 
midway through the one-mile 
turf event, was swung out 
around the far turn, and then 
showed a burst of speed to put 
away her nine rivals and prevail 
by three lengths to break her 
maiden in the one-mile test. 

J. Michael Rogers has 
come full circle, returning 
to the track where his career 
started. A former leading rider 
at Penn National, and a suc¬ 


cessful trainer for the last 20 
years, Rogers has set up shop 
at Penn National in anticipa¬ 
tion of purse increases that 
will follow the opening of the 
new Hollywood Casino here in 
early 2008. 

After talking with Penn’s 
racing secretary Paul Jenkins, 
who told him that he was start¬ 
ing to get stall apphcations 
‘Tke cra 2 y” from out-of-town 
trainers, and after consulting 
with his owners, Rogers and 
his wife, former jockey Patricia 
GambreU, decided to leave their 
home in Joppa, Md., and move 
to the GrantviUe, Pa., area with 
their daughter, Brittany. 

‘‘I figured if I was going 
to make the move. I’d have to 
do it now,” said Rogers, who 
gallops and bree 2 es his own 
horses, and has been wintering 
at Gulfstream Park. 

Rogers sent an initial set of 
20 horses to Penn National, 
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many owned by New York 
resident Daniel Feiss. From 13 
starts, he's registered two wins, 
four seconds and two thirds 
through August 25. 

Rogers was the leading train¬ 
er at Philadelphia Park in 1993, 
and was an assistant to the late 
Richard Dutrow Sr. in New 


York in the late 1980s. Among 
the stakes winners he's trained 
are graded star Winnetou, plus 
Casino Player, Feisty Bull and 
Mile. 

King True, a 6-year-old 
daughter of King of the Heap, 
scored an impressive frontrun¬ 
ning victory in a starter allow¬ 


ance on August 23, drawing 
off by nearly five lengths under 
Thomas Chfton in :57.72 for 
the five furlongs. Trained by 
Tim Kreiser and owned by 
Joseph E. Be seeker. King True 
earned $6,480 for her effort. 

Kreiser continues to have a 
solid season at the Grantville 


oval, sending out runners to 
win 35 of 118 starts through 
August 26, a ratio of 30 per¬ 
cent. He's in fifth place behind 
leader Murray Rojas, who has 
88 wins from 411 starts. ^ 


CHARLES TOWN 
OWNERS DAY 
OFFERS MUCH 
TO CELEBRATE

T he Charles Town HBPA's 
Owners Day, on August 5, 
feamred four competitive 
$50,000 stakes. 

Winfred Hess Jr.'s Love to 
Plunge led off with a gate- 
to-wire victory in the HBPA 
Horsemen's Stakes for fillies 
and mares. Travis Dunkelberger 
guided the hard-hitting 3-year- 
old West Virginia-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Luftikus to her third con¬ 
secutive Charles Town stakes 
victory in a speedy :52.34 for 
four and a half furlongs. 

Trainer Wilham Goff Jr. 
has continued to keep Love 
to Plunge primed and ready 
for action since he claimed 
her for $15,000 this past May. 
On July 7, Love to Plunge 
defeated males while winning 
the Potomac Stakes; she then 
romped home by seven and a 
quarter lengths in the Spruce 
Knob Stakes on July 21. 

Remarkably, the field for the 
HBPA Horsemen's Stakes was 
so deep with talent that Love 
to Plunge, with aU of her recent 
accomphshments, was the third 
choice, and did not even make 
the program list as one of the 
four horses to consider. The 
favorite. Diamond Oak Stable's 


year-older Monster Image, fin¬ 
ished a game third, just a length 
behind John McKee's fast-clos¬ 
ing runner-up Ghost Canyon, 
who crossed the wire three- 
quarters of a length behind 
Love to Plunge. 

Two of the entries in the sev¬ 
en-furlong HBPA West Virginia 
Stakes for fillies and mares— 
Robert Cole Jr.'s Rupert’s 
Prospect and Nancy Clark and 
Michael Sutherland's Home¬ 
steader—came into the race 


with credentials that may have 
scared away the majority of 
the competition, because only 
five horses went postward for 
this event. 

Homesteader was coming 
into the race off of three near- 
misses, two of which were in 
$75,000 stakes company at 
Pimlico. Rupert's Prospect 
had back-to-back wins, most 
recently a six-furlong allow¬ 
ance race at Delaware Park in 
1:09.61. 


Homesteader went off as 
the odds-on favorite and set 
the early fractions, but gave 
way in the stretch as Rupert's 
Prospect scored impressively 
over Half N Half Stable's fast¬ 
closing longshot Hanalei Bay. 

Rupert's Prospect, trained 
by Scott Lake, was ridden to 
victory by J.D Acosta. The race 
was timed in a brisk 1:24.79. 

RobertCole claimed Rupert's 
Prospect (by Sasha's Prospect) 
for $60,000 at Gulfstream Park 
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ZANJERO EARNS HIS 
PAY IN WVA DERBY-G3

T he lure of riches brought 
together eight closely 
matched 3-year-olds for 
the $750,000 West Virginia 
Derby-G3 on August 4 at 
Mountaineer Race Track and 
Gaming Resort in Chester, 
W Va. And the result was worth 
every penny 

Zanjero, a stablemate of 
classic winner Curhn from the 
massive operation of leading 
trainer Steve Asmussen, raced 
as a team with longshot Bwana 
Bull throughout the mile and 
eighth stakes and battled all 
the way to the wire to win by a 
diminishing nose. The margin 
of victory was the smallest in 
the Derby in 31 years. 

A Kentucky-bred son of 
Cherokee Run, Zanjero was 
purchased as a yearling by his 
owner, Winchell Thorough¬ 
breds LLC—the nom de course 
of mother and son Joan and 


Ron Winchell—for $700,000. 
In gaining his first stakes vic¬ 
tory, Zanjero took home 
$450,000. 

With so many opportuni¬ 
ties for 3-year-olds offered 
throughout the summer, it was 
quite a coup for Mountaineer 
to host a race that attracted 
four Kentucky Derby contend¬ 
ers, a Belmont Stakes starter, 
and the winner of the Ohio 
Derby-G2. 

Zanjero and California ship¬ 
per Bwana Bull each contested 
the Kentucky Derby, in which 
they finished well back, in 12th 
and 15th respectively. But both 
colts have demonstrated class 
throughout their careers. 

Zanjero had just missed in 
two graded stakes in his previ¬ 
ous three starts. In the blan¬ 
ket finish of this year’s Blue 
Grass Stakes-Gl, he was third, 
a nose and a head behind West 


Virginia Derby rival Dominican 
and Kentucky Derby winner 
Street Sense, respectively. 

In his start prior to his West 
Virginia excursion, Zanjero 
looked a winner in the Grade 
3 Northern Dancer Stakes at 
ChurchiU Downs, until caught 
at the wire by Chelokee, losing 
by a neck. 

Bwana Bull went on a tear in 
northern California in his 2 and 
early 3-year-old seasons, finish¬ 
ing first or second in six con¬ 
secutive races, counting a five- 
length victory in the California 
Derby, followed by a win in 
the El Camino Real Derby- 
G3 among his four victories. 
Those races helped punch his 
ticket to Kentucky. Trained by 
Jerry HoUendorfer for Mark 
DeDomenico, Dan Jelladian 
and George Todaro, the son of 
Holy Bull was making his first 
start since the Kentucky Derby. 


He went off at a surprisingly 
lucrative 20-1. 

The favorite for the 38th 
running of this year’s Derby 
wasn’t the winner, but Hobeau 
Farm’s Dehghtful Kiss, the only 
horse in the stable of 75-year- 
old trainer Pete Anderson. The 
gray Kissin Kris gelding, seek¬ 
ing his third straight Derby 
victory, after having won the 
Ohio and Iowa Derbies in 
June, went off at 2-1 with rider 
Jeffrey Sanche 2 . After break¬ 
ing awkwardly and traihng last 
early. Delightful Kiss made a 
powerful move on the outside 
heading around the far turn 
in his first Mountaineer start, 
but flattened out and finished 
fifth. 

Also sent to post was one 
from Todd Fletcher’s arsenal, 
Sam P, who had three graded 
on-the-board finishes in 2007, 
and sandwiched a ninth-place 
finish in the Kentucky Derby 
on his past performance hne. 
The field was rounded out by 
Lexington Stakes-G2 and Lone 
Star Derby-G3 winner Slew’s 
Ti 2 zy, who faded and finished 
seventh in Rags to Riches’s 
Belmont Stakes; Moyer’s Pond, 
second in both the Lone Star 
Derby and Ohio Derby; and 
longshot Norjac, a Maryland- 
bred making his first graded 
stakes start. 

In a race lacking a true 
speed horse, it was left to 
Norjac to set the pace. Over 
the fast track, he crawled 
through a first quarter in :24.13 
and a half in :48.4L 

Shaun Bridgmohan had 
Zanjero about four lengths off 
the leader in the early stages, 
while Bwana Bull was on even 
terms to his outside, taking the 
widest trip of aU. 

Zanjero and Bwana Bull 
made their move together 
around the far mrn—^getting 
to the front after a mile in 
1:39.90—and were stride for 
stride as they headed into 
the stretch. Then, just as it 
appeared Zanjero was going 
to draw away, Bwana Bull 
proved he wasn’t done. With 
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Mountaineer-based rider Dana 
Whitney whipping right-hand¬ 
ed, Bwana Bull dug in while 
drifting in towards Zanjero rac¬ 
ing along the rail. After brush¬ 
ing shghtly with Zanjero in 
midstretch, Whitney got Bwana 
Bull straightened out and had 
him gaining with every stride. 

According to Bridgmohan, 
the contact Zanjero received 
from Bwana Bull ‘‘sort of 
woke him up, and put his mind 
back to the business at hand.’’ 
The wire came just in time for 
Zanjero, who gave Asmussen 
his second win in the race in 
three years, having also trained 
Real Dandy in 2005. 

The final time of 1:53.04 
was the slowest for a win¬ 
ner since 1970. Late-running 
Moyer’s Pond got up to be 
third, six lengths behind the 
top pair and one length to the 
good of Sam P. 

Out of the A.P Indy mare 
Checkered Flag, Zanjero is a 
half-brother to stakes winner 
Victory Lap. In getting his third 
career win, to go with three 
seconds and three thirds from 
11 starts, he pushed his earn¬ 
ings to $772,016. 

Mountaineer offered nine 
races on the all-stakes Derby 
card, worth a total of $1.55 
milhon. In the fifth race, 
the $125,000 West Virginia 
Senate President’s Breeders’ 
Cup, a course record fell when 
the 3-year-old fiUy Beautiful 
Venue defeated her elders by 
2 ipping a mile and 70 yards 
over the firm mrf in 1:38.14, 
taking .14 seconds off the pre¬ 
vious mark. 

A daughter of Came Home, 
Beautiful Venue got her first 
stakes win in 18 career tries 
at the expense of Afleet 
Angel, who was a length and 
a quarter back in second. The 
Kentucky-bred fiUy, trained by 
Barbara Beagle and ridden by 
Mountaineer’s leading jockey 
Rex Stokes, has fared well since 
moving to Mountaineer, having 
won three of four starts. She 
was second in the Firecracker 


Stakes in her start prior to her 
stakes win. 

Owned by J. Fred Miller 
III, who bred her in the name 
of Miller Thoroughbred Farm, 
Beautiful Venue is a half-sis¬ 
ter to graded stakes winner 
Laurafina. 

Also getting his first stakes 
win was 5-year-old Cowboy 
Hardware, a son of Announce 
who was the two and a quarter- 
length winner of the $125,000 
Harvey Arneault Memorial 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes. Mid¬ 
way through the six-furlong 
stakes, the thought of Cow¬ 
boy Hardware winning seemed 
impossible, as the Jeff Talley- 
trained runner languished last 
of seven. 

It wasn’t until Stokes took 
Gus Goldsmith’s chestnut 
gelding outside and around 
horses as they headed into the 
stretch that Cowboy Hardware 
surged to Hfe, blowing past the 
bathing frontrunners to win 
going away. 

Veteran M B Sea, an 8-year- 
old son of Alphabet Soup, won 
the $125,000 West Virginia 
Governor’s Stakes for the sec¬ 
ond time in his career, drawing 
off as the 1.60-1 favorite to 
a seven and a quarter-length 
score over second choice Mr. 
Pursuit. 

Guided by Stokes, who was 
getting his fourth stakes win on 
the card, and his third in a row, 
M B Sea was unhurried early 
in the mile and a sixteenth test 
before launching his drive as he 
entered the far mrn. 

Trained by Dale Romans 
for Michael Bruder, M B Sea 
hadn’t won since taking the 
Governor’s Stakes in 2005. In 
getting the eighth victory of 
his career, he upped his lifetime 
earnings to $699,771. 

There were no surprises in 
the two $85,000 six-furlong 
stakes for 2-year-olds as 1-2 
favorite Elocution soared 
home five lengths in front in 
the Mountaineer Juvenile 
Fillies and even-money choice 
Crackalackin won by an equal¬ 
ly impressive four and a half

lengths in the Mountaineer 
Juvenile. 

Both juvenile runners, rid¬ 
den by Shaun Bridgmohan 
and gaining their first added- 
money victories, hail from the 
Asmussen barn and carry the 
colors of Heikgbrodt Racing 
Stable. Crackalackin (by Tiger 
Ridge) finished in a time of 
1:12.54, just .24 seconds faster 
than Elocution, a daughter of 
Mutakddim. Bill and Corinne 
Heihgbrodt purchased both at 
the Keeneland September year- 
hng sale for a total of $86,000; 
combined, the 2-year-olds have 
earned $176,629. 

Pyrite Stables’s homebred 
Bernie Blue had httle trouble 
in the $85,000 West Virginia 
Legislature Chairman’s 
Cup, as the 9-10 choice ridden 
by Deshawn Parker galloped 
to a six-length win over second 
choice He’s Got Grit in the 
four and a half-furlong test. 
A stakes winner each of the 
past three years, the 5-year- 
old son of Bernstein finished 
second in 2006 running of the 
Chairman’s Cup. 

Trained by Miguel Fehciano, 
Bernie Blue won two stakes 
and placed in two others at 
Mountaineer in his four starts 
prior to this year’s Chairman’s 
Cup. In getting his seventh 
career stakes win, he increased 
his bankroll to $492,788. 

The $85,000 West Virginia 
Secretary of State Stakes 


for filhes and mares went 
to the Marablue Farm-bred 
and owned Country Diva. A 
4-year-old daughter of Song- 
andaprayer. Country Diva was 
the 2-1 favorite to beat her 
six rivals, but it took an aU-out 
effort to get the job done, as 
she repelled the challenge of 
ExceUerant through the stretch 
to win by a neck. 

The first stakes winner of 
the day for Rex Stokes, the filly 
is trained by Michael Trivigno. 
She completed the six furlongs 
in 1:11.89. 

The final race on the card, the 
$85,000 West Virginia House 
of Delegates Speaker’s Cup, 
was won by Buckeye Buddy, 
who prevailed by a neck over 
Guardianofthenorth, with 
Dynareign another nose back 
in third. Final time for the mile 
and 70 yards over the bla 2 ingly 
fast turf course was 1:38.24, 
which would have broken the 
course record if run a day ear- 
her, butwas .10 seconds off of 
Beautiful Venue’s new record 
set four races earlier. 

Buckeye Buddy, who had 
finished third in the same 
race in 2006, was getting his 
first stakes win in 23 career 
starts. The 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Horse Chestnut (SAf) 
competes for John Tucker 
and trainer William Connelly. 
Robby Albarado was the win¬ 
ning rider. 

/Cindy Deubler 
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this past April, and she has 
rewarded him with three wins 
and two thirds in five subse¬ 
quent starts. 

The HBPA Dash featured 
a hard-hitting field of seven 
colts and geldings going four 
and a half furlongs. Six of the 
seven starters came into the 
race boasting victories in one 
or both of their last two starts. 

As the Dash unfolded, it 
appeared that James Holly and 
Milton Garayua Vasque 2 ’s Jose 
was going to run away with the 
race as he entered the stretch 
with a two-length lead under 
jockey Joel Hiraldo. However, 
Jose did not have the easiest of 
early trips, having been pres¬ 
sured by Confetti Farms Inc.’s 
multiple stakes winner Cat 
Genius, Off the Hook LLC’s 
Double CoHco, as well as his 
stablemate, Keisy Cartagena’s 
Bettin On M J. As Jose led 


the field through fractions 
of :21.45 and :45.13, jockey 
Gerald Almodovar maintained 
his position on the rail and 
masterfully guided Bettin On 
M J to a hard-charging one and 
three-quarter-length victory in 
:51.47. 

Cartagena claimed 5-year- 
old Bettin On M J (by Quaker 
Ridge) for $15,000 at Charles 
Town in his previous start, on 
June 21, and clearly had him 
primed for the Dash. Cartagena 
trains all of her horses at her 
family farm, which is about 
seven miles from Charles 
Town, and intentionally keeps 
her stable between 15 and 20 
horses so that she can ‘‘person¬ 
ally be hands on with every 
horse.” 

William R. Harris’s home¬ 
bred Five Steps romped by 
almost three lengths in the 
mile and an eighth HBPA and 


WVRC Stakes. Christopher 
Grove trains the game winner, 
who completed the mile and an 
eighth in 1:51.94. 

Winning rider J.D Acosta 
said that he had been working 
Five Steps for Grove at Bowie 
Training Center over the pre¬ 
vious five weeks, and that he 
had been watching tapes in the 
morning to famiharize himself 
with how Five Steps hkes to 
run. 

“I knew that I didn’t want 
to be in front, so I took him 
back pretty hard and dropped 
in behind several other horses. 
He is such a strong horse that 
I just let him get comfortable. 
Then I took him to the outside 
going down the backstretch, 
and he just did everything him¬ 
self after that,” Acosta said. 

Grove said that Five Steps 
was being pointed for a return 
engagement in the Maryland 
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Million Classic. He finished 
third in the 2005 edition of 
that race, behind Play Bingo 
and Aggadan. 

“This horse has won two in 
a row for us since coming back 
off of a layoff, and I’m very 
happy to win this stakes race 
with him. I am looking for one 
more race for him before we 
run him in the Million,” Grove 
added. 

Five Steps, a Maryland-bred 
son of Yarrow Brae, has won 
six times, with five seconds or 
thirds, in 13 starts and has fife- 
time earnings of $190,526. 

Owners Day festivities 
included a special thank you 
to Reid McLellan, Ph.D, for 
teaching the Groom Elite class 
at Charles Town this summer. 
The program provides grooms 
an opportunity to increase 
their knowledge and expertise. 
McLellan is a licensed trainer 
and the executive director of 
the Groom Elite Horsemen’s 
Education Program in Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky. 

Taylor Mountain Farm’s 
Blues in the Night used a 
perfect stalking trip to force 
the pace in the Robert G. 
Leavitt Memorial Stakes on 
August 11, romping home 
by three lengths in front of 
Sydney Racing LLC’s Western 
Skyline. 

Blues in the Night, a gelded 
son of Luftikus, is trained by 
James W. Casey. J.D. Acosta 
piloted him to victory, getting 
the seven furlongs in 1:27.35. 

The Leavitt Memorial, for 
3-year-old West Virginia-breds, 
was Blues in the Night’s first 
stakes win. He earned $27,870, 
boosting his lifetime earnings 
to $76,130. Willowdale Farms 
Ltd.’s Eagle Speed closed late 
to get third. 

The three-peat was sweet 
as Michael Miller’s Carnival 
Chrome won the Sadie Haw¬ 
kins Handicap on August 18 
for the third consecutive year. 
Jockey Dale Whittaker kept 
Carnival Chrome’s mind on 
business with strong urging 
down the stretch, holding off 
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Cleil Albrite Jr/s Cedar Run’s 
Emblem, who closed deter¬ 
minedly under Larry Reynolds 
from last, but finished one and 
three-quarters lengths behind 
the winner. Alaska Ash was 
third. 

Carnival Chrome received 
$27,660 for her victory in the 
event for fillies and mares to 
increase her career earnings to 
$232,550. 

A hghtly-raced 5-year-old 
daughter of Carnivalay, Carni¬ 
val Chrome has started just 10 
times over three seasons, but 
has made every effort count. 
Trained by David Walters, the 
two-time West Virginia-bred 
champion has won seven times, 
has never been worse than 
third, and has six stakes wins 
or placings. 

Carnival Chrome recorded 
her first stakes score in the 
2005 Sadie Hawkins Handicap 
as the only 3-year-old in a field 
of nine, airing by two lengths. 
Last year’s running she took 
by three and a half over Alaska 
Ash. 

Classy sprinter P. Kerney 
had everything his own way 
when getting his first win of 
the year in a six and a half-fur- 
long allowance on August 11. 

The 6-year-old Maryland- 
bred gelding, sent off as the 
1-2 favorite and guided by 
Travis Dunkelberger, led every 
step and strolled home by five 
lengths over Dale’s Prospect, 
stopping the clock in 1:18.59 
and earning a 98 Beyer speed 
figure. 

Trained by Mike Trombetta 
for owners Nancy Clark and 
Fred Heyman, P. Kerney had 
finished second in his only 
other start of the year, behind 
Confucius Say, in the $100,000 
Charles Town Dash Invitational 
Handicap. A three-time stakes 
winner in 2006, P. Kerney has 
a record of nine wins, five sec¬ 
onds and a third from 24 starts, 
for earnings of $334,918. ^

FRESHMAN FIRST FOR 
SEEKING DAYLIGHT 



T he 2-year-old filly Dance 
Hall Days pulled away to 
an easy six-length victory 
on August 4 at Philadelphia 
Park to become the first winner 
from the first crop of Seeking 
Daylight. 

Owned by her breeder, 
Edward P Evans, Dance HaU 
Days was sent off as favor¬ 
ite in the field of eight and 
stepped the five and a half 
furlongs in 1:04.18. Trained 
by Tony Dutrow, the dark bay 
Virginia-bred filly out of the 
Capote mare Dance Move was 
third in her debut on July 16 at 
Philadephia Park. 

Dance HaU Days is one 
of 29 foals of racing age by 
Seeking DayUght, a 9-year-old 
son of leading sire Seeking the 
Gold who launched his stud 
career at Maryland Stalhon 
Station in Glyndon, Md. 

Out of Steady Growth’s 
graded stakes-winning daughter 
Play aU Day, Seeking Daylight 


was also bred and campaigned 
by Evans, and proved a run¬ 
ner with tremendous poten¬ 
tial from an abbreviated rac¬ 
ing career of seven starts. He 
won four times, by an average 
margin of six lengths, and was 
second once. 

Undefeated at 2, Seeking 
DayUght was sidehned for 
more than a year after fractur¬ 
ing a cannon bone. His trainer, 
Mark Hennig, was quoted in 
The Blood-Horse as saying: ‘T 
think he could have made some 
noise as a 3-year-old.” 

The majority of Seeking 
Dayhght’s $244,710 in earn¬ 
ings came with his dominating, 
eight and a quarter-length vic¬ 
tory in the Grade 2 Brooklyn 
Handicap, in which he defeat¬ 
ed, among others, E Dubai, 
Bowman’s Band and Invisible 
Ink. The stakes score at a mile 
and an eighth over a sloppy 
track would be his final career 
start. 


Seeking DayUght descends 
from a prohfic family of 
major winners developed by 
the famed Kinghaven Farms 
operation in Canada, includ¬ 
ing Canadian Triple Crown 
winners With Approval and 
Hvestia; broodmare of the year 
Passing Mood; and Canadian 
Oaks winner Cool Mood (his 
fourth dam). 

Seeking DayUght is a half- 
brother to three stakes horses 
—Santa Anita Oaks-Gl win¬ 
ner Hedonist; Coronation 
Futurity winner Zaha; and 
Grade 2-placed Gold Player. 
His second dam, stakes-placed 
Playful Spirit, is a half-sister to 
$2.7-miUion earner Hvestia, as 
weU as to graded stakes winner 
and $775,267-earner Key Spirit, 


$525,102-earner Introspective, 
and two-time course record- 
setter Unduphcated. 

With Approval, an earner of 
$2.8 million, is one of six stakes 
horses out of Passing Mood, a 
half-sister to Seeking DayUght’s 
third dam, Canadian broodmare 
of the year Shy Spirit. Passing 
Mood also produced Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner, $1.6 mUUon- 
earner and sire Touch Gold. 
MUUonaire Healthy Addiction 
is also found in the famUy. 

Seeking DayUght is current¬ 
ly standing his third Southern 
Hemisphere season at Haras La 
Providencia in Hinojo, Argen¬ 
tina and is scheduled to return 
to Maryland StaUion Station in 
December. He stood the 2007 
season for $3,500. 


FUNNY FROLIC’S 
FRISKY FIRST WINNERS 


T he Sleeter famUy’s young 
stalUon Funny Frohc got 
his first winner when Run- 
agade, a 3-year-old colt from 
his first crop, scored by a half- 
length on August 2 at Mon¬ 
mouth Park. Less than three 
weeks later, 3-year-old Painted 
Feathers became her sire’s sec¬ 
ond winner by striding away to 
a two and a half-length victory, 
also at Monmouth. 

Both of Funny Frohc’s 
winners are out of mares by 
Northern Idol, the five-time 


New Jersey StaUion of the Year 
who stood at the Sleeters’ farm 
in Clementon, N.J., until his 
untimely death at the age of 13 
in 1999. 

Runagade is the first foal 
out of Dance Time Dolly, a 
fuU or half-sister to two of the 
Sleeters’ best runners. Eleven 
North and Who’s the Cowboy. 
Runagade talked from mid¬ 
pack to win the six-furlong test 
over a field of eight other New 
Jersey-breds. Bred by Carolyn 
Sleeter and owned by Gerald 


Sleeter, the colt is trained by 
Kevin Sleeter. 

Painted Feathers is the third 
winner from three foals to race 
for Shania Sioux, a winning 
fuU sister to the Sleeters’ New 
Jersey Futurity winners Sioux 
Cat and Kaw Liga Sioux. The 
fiUy broke sharply and posted 
every fraction over the sloppy 
track to defeat seven going six 
furlongs. Kevin Sleeter bred, 
owns and trains the chestnut 
fiUy. 

Funny Frohc has six foals 
in his first crop, five of whom 
have started. His second crop 
of five 2-year-olds includes the 
placed runner Skaggs. 

By top sire Mt. Livermore, 
Funny Frohc is one of 11 win¬ 
ners out of the prohfic pro¬ 
ducer Cherokee Frohc. A mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner of 


$352,613, Cherokee Frohc won 
10 stakes, including the Test 
Stakes-G2. To the cover of 
Mt. Livermore, she also pro¬ 
duced $422,665-earner and 
graded stakes winner Lindsay 
Frohc, who in turn is the dam 
of miUionaire Super Frohc and 
four other stakes horses. Funny 
Frohc is also a full brother to 
graded stakes-placed Friendly 
Frohc, who earned $190,800. 

Other stakes horses out of 
Cherokee Frohc are graded 
winner Fabulous Frohc and 
stakes-placed Buck and Frohc 
and Cherokyfrohcflash, the lat¬ 
ter the dam of two stakes win¬ 
ners, including six-time graded 
winner and millionaire Smok’n 
Frohc.

FIRST STAKES 
WINNER UP TO TASK 



P rop Me Up, a tough 5-year- 
old daughter of West Vir¬ 
ginia sire Reparations who 
has been battling in stakes com¬ 
pany for the past year, broke 
through with her first stakes 
score in the $100,000 Lady’s 
Secret Stakes on August 5 at 
Monmouth Park. From the first 
crop of her sire. Prop Me Up is 
Reparations’s first stakes win¬ 
ner. 

Owned by Brian and Sandy 
Miller’s Silly Goose Racing 
Stable, Prop Me Up came into 
the Lady’s Secret with a record 
of eight on-the-board finishes 
in as many starts over 
Monmouth’s main track. The 
chesmut mare, sent off as the 
9-10 favorite with stablemate 
Cachinnated, recorded her sixth 
career win, to go with 11 sec¬ 
onds and five thirds from 28 
starts, for earnings of $380,028. 

Making her first start for 
trainer Gregory Sacco after 
moving from the barn of Kelly 
Breen, Prop Me Up bided her 


time just off the early pace set 
by Cachinnated, found room 
between horses in midstretch 
and pulled away to win by one 
and three-quarters lengths over 
Tap Gold. Her final time for 
the mile and a sixteenth was 
1:44.95. 

Prop Me Up had finished 
second or third in seven other 
stakes prior to the Lady’s Secret, 
including a second in the Grade 
3 Matchmaker Stakes (on the 
turf in her stakes debut) and 
third in the Grade 3 Eatontown 
Stakes at Monmouth in 2006 
and a second in Gulfstream 
Park’s Grade 2 Rampart Handi¬ 
cap in March 2007. 

Bred in Florida by Karen 
Silva, Prop Me Up is out of the 
Proper Reality stakes-placed 
mare Natural Prop. She is one 
of 14 starters from 34 foals of 
racing age from Reparations’s 
first four crops. A son of cham¬ 
pion Forty Niner, Reparations 
moved to Joe and Kate 
Painter’s Blue Spruce Farm 


in KearneysviUe for the 2003 
breeding season after standing 
in Florida. He stood the 2007 
season for $1,000 live foal. 

Now 11, Reparations 
is a winning half-brother to 
$595,250-earner Saarland, who 
captured the Remsen Stakes- 
G2 at 2 and was five times 
graded stakes-placed, count¬ 
ing the Grade 1 Metropolitan 
Handicap among those efforts. 

Reparations’s dam is the 
top-class race mare Versailles 
Treaty, a daughter of Danzig 
who amassed $1,271,154 dur¬ 
ing her career while winning 
or placing in 15 stakes. She 
won four Grade 1 races— 
the Alabama and Test Stakes 


and the Ruffian and Gazelle 
Handicaps—and finished sec¬ 
ond in consecutive runnings of 
the Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl. 

Out of graded stakes-placed 
Ten Cents a Dance (by Buck- 
passer), Versailles Treaty is a 
half-sister to four stakes horses, 
including Grade 1-placed Ara¬ 
bian Dancer, the dam of Out 
of Place and Lead Kindly Light 
and granddam of Grade 1 win¬ 
ner and sire Gold Fever (also 
by Forty Niner). 

Other major winners and 
sires found in the family 
include leading sire Exclusive 
Native, Travers Stakes-G1 win¬ 
ner General Assembly and mil- 
honaire Chief Honcho. 


DANISH GOLD 
PROVIDES RICH 
REWARDS 


B etty Stehr’s homebred 
first-time starter Homer 
Dane produced a spec¬ 
tacular remrn on investment 
when upsetting a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight field on August 18 
at Charles Town and rewarding 
his backers with a $126.60 win 
payoff 

The 2-year-old bay colt 
trained by Hank Stehr was the 


longest shot in the field of 
10. Breaking from the outside 
post, he bore out at the start, 
then rallied five-wide in the 
four and a half-furlong race to 
get up in the final strides and 
win by a half length. 

Bred in West Virginia out 
of the Super Gun mare Cedar 
Gun, Homer Dane is the first 
winner for the Stehrs’ 11-year- 


old stalhon Danish Gold, a 
son of champion Slew o’ Gold 
whose oldest foals were born 
in 2002. 

A multiple allowance win¬ 
ner of $51,075, Danish Gold 
stood his first season in Vir¬ 
ginia before moving to the 
Stehrs’ farm in Charles Town 
in 2003. He has seven other 
starters from his 10 current 2 
and 3-year-old runners, with 
four of them having placed. 

Danish Gold is out of a 
winning daughter of Miswaki, 
Danish Prospector, and is a 
half-brother to the dam of 
multiple stakes-placed Three’s a 
Crowd, an earner of $103,811. 

Danish Gold’s second dam, 
Rossard (Den), was horse of 


the year at 3 in Sweden after 
winning the Swedish Derby- 
G1 and Swedish Oaks-Gl, and 
was champion 3-year-old in 
her native Denmark after win¬ 
ning four classics, including the 
Danish Derby-Gl and Danish 
Oaks-Gl. 

Imported to the US., Ros¬ 
sard captured the Grade 1 
Flower Bowl Handicap and was 
third in the Grade 3 Athenia 
Handicap. At stud, she pro¬ 
duced multiple stakes winner 
and group-placed Unusual 
Heat as well as the dam of 
stakes-winning $333,549-earner 
Dash of Humor.

DON SIX MOVES 
TO NEW JERSEY 


G raded stakes-winning 

sprinter Don Six has been 
moved to Greenfields 
Farm in Colts Neck, NJ., for 
the 2008 breeding season after 
standing the past two years in 
Florida. The 7-year-old dark 
bay stalhon, owned by his 
breeder, Patricia Genera 2 io, wiU 
stand for $2,500 live foal, with 


special consideration to 
approved mares. 

Campaigned by Generazio 
from ages 3 to 5, Don Six won 
10 of his 29 career starts, fin¬ 
ished second seven times and 
third four times, recorded 13 
triple-digit Beyer speed figures, 
won or placed in 13 stakes, and 
earned $612,123. 


Don Six’s run during the 
first six months of 2005 placed 
him among the ehte sprinters in 
the country when he produced 
two wins, two seconds and a 
third, all in stakes company. 

His biggest victory that year 
came in Aqueduct’s Paumonok 
Handicap in January, in which 
he earned a 117 Beyer figure 
while defeating Gators N Bears 
by nearly three lengths. His 
final time for the six furlongs

But his next two races, while 
losses, were equally impres¬ 
sive. He missed by a nose to 
Saratoga County, who was in 
receipt of four pounds, in the 
seven-furlong General George 
Handicap-G2 after setting the 
pace. Saratoga County won the 
Dubai Golden Shaheen-Gl in 
his next start. Don Six then 
finished third in the Grade 1 
Carter Handicap after bla 2 ing 
through fractions of :21.59, 
:43.30 and 1:07.48 and giv¬ 
ing way to Forest Danger and 
Medallist. The final time for 
the seven furlongs was 1:20.46, 
just .42 off the track record 
set by sprint champion Artax 
in 1999. 

Don Six also won that 
year’s Longfellow Stakes at 
Monmouth Park and finished 
second, carrying top weight, in 
the Bold Ruler Handicap-GT 

Don Six burst onto the 
scene in February 2003 when 
he captured his career debut 
at Aqueduct in a six-furlong 
maiden special weight and less 
than one month later domi¬ 
nated in allowance company 
at Aqueduct, getting seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:21.66 and earning a 
102 Beyer speed figure. 

With two starts under 
his belt, Don Six made his 
stakes debut in the Grade 3 
Bay Shore Stakes at Aqueduct. 
Sent immediately to the lead, 
Don Six posted fractions of 
:21.88, :44.68 and 1:10.12 over 
the muddy track before being 
caught by Halo Homewrecker 
and finishing second. The final 
time was 1:23.19.

From 12 starts at 3, he 
won four times and also fin¬ 
ished third in the Jersey Shore 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 to 
Gators N Bears and Mt. Car- 
son. 

The durable sprinter 
appeared 11 times at age 4, 
winning four times, aU at six 
furlongs, including Aqueduct’s 
Grade 3 Gravesend Handicap 
in December in his final start 
of the year. He once again led 
start to finish, 2 ipping through 
fractions of :22.84, :45.35, 
:57.01 and 1:08.97 to defeat 
Mr. Whitestone by one and a 
quarter lengths. 

Earlier that year Don Six 
captured the Mo Bay Stakes and 
was awarded first-place (upon 
the disqualification of Highway 
Prospector) in the Vincent A.

A son of the Grade 1-win¬ 
ning Wild Again stallion Wild 
Escapade (a half-brother to top 
sprinter Ma 2 el Trick), Don Six 
is out of Concorde’s Beauty (by 
Concorde Bound). He is a half- 
brother to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner and $284,935-earner Stacey 
Tracey and a full brother to 
$100,000-plus earner Concorde 
Escapade. His third dam, the 
Swoon’s Son mare Derby 
Queen, is a half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Island Sultan.

ST AVERIL SHUTTLES 
TO AUSTRALIA 


M aryland Stallion Station’s 
Saint Ballado son St 
Averil, whose first foals 
arrived this year, was shipped 
to Austraha in August to stand 
his first Southern Hemisphere 
season. The graded stakes win¬ 
ner was expected to cover more 
than 100 mares from September 
to December. However, due to 
the outbreak of equine influ- 
en 2 a (El) in Australia, the start 
of the breeding season was 
delayed. 

According to Don Lit 2 
of Maryland StaUion Station, 
St Averil remained in quar¬ 


antine at Spotswood, in the 
Melbourne area of Victoria, 
as of September 5. There 
were no reported cases of 
El at the Spotswood facil¬ 
ity after two rounds of tests, 
and the 6-year-old stallion was 
expected to leave the facihty 
by mid-September to stand at 
Marshal Boyd’s Goodwood 
Park in Allora, located at the 
southern area of Queensland. 
St Averil had not been in New 
South Wales, where aU horse 
transport had been suspended 
after El cases were diagnosed 
in the Eastern Creek quaran¬ 



tine facility near Sydney. New 
South Wales is located between 
Victoria and Queensland. 

St Averil is the first Maryland 
stallion to stand a dual hemi¬ 
sphere season in Australia. He 
is the second stallion from 
Maryland Stalhon Station to 
shuttle to a Southern Hemi¬ 


sphere country—Seeking Day- 
tight is standing his third season 
in Argentina at Haras La Provi- 
denciain Hinojo. Both stallions 
are scheduled to remrn in 
December.

PA-BRED HARD SPUN 
RANKS AMONG BEST 
OF HIS GENERATION 



E arly in his career, Hard 
Spun—a Danzig colt bred 
in Pennsylvania by promi¬ 
nent horsewoman Elizabeth 
Moran and her son Michael— 
blazed along a path similar to 
that of Pennsylvania’s Wunder- 
kind Smarty Jones. 

History didn’t repeat itself 
with another PA-bred sweep¬ 
ing the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness and just missing in 
the Belmont Stakes, as Smarty 
Jones did in 2004. 

But the comparison doesn’t 
do justice to Hard Spun, who 
has displayed a rare combina¬ 
tion of durabihty and talent 
throughout the Triple Crown 
and beyond. 

Carrying the colors of Dela¬ 
ware-based owner Rick Porter, 
who purchased him privately 
from the Morans for $400,000 
after he failed to meet his 
$485,000 reserve at the Keene- 
land September Yearhng sale, 
and trained throughout his 
career by Larry Jones, Hard 
Spun went undefeated in his 
first four starts, including the 
Pennsylvania Nursery (at Phila¬ 
delphia Park in December) and 
Grade 3 Lecomte Stakes (at 
Fair Grounds in January). 

He earned his berth in the 
Kentucky Derby while winning 


Turfway Park’s Lane’s End 
Stakes-G2 in March. 

Hard Spun went off at odds 
of 10-1 in the Derby, and far 
exceeded that assessment, set¬ 
ting the pace for the first mile 
before bobbhng at the eighth 
pole. Reclaiming his compo¬ 
sure, he finished a game sec¬ 
ond, two and a quarter lengths 
behind Street Sense, and was 
nearly six lengths in front of 
third-place finisher, CurHn. 

His performance in the 
Preakness was likewise top- 
notch—after stalking the early 
leaders through fast fractions, 
he gained the lead around the 
far turn and gritted out a third 
place finish, four lengths shy of 
CurHn and Street Sense. 

In Rags to Riches’s Belmont 
Stakes, Hard Spun faded and 
finished fourth—still managing 
an enviable record of on-the- 
board finishes in aU three Triple 
Crown events. 

After a break of sHghdy less 
than two months. Hard Spun 
remrned in Monmouth’s Has- 
keU Invitational-Gl and finished 
a game second to Any Given 
Saturday while holding off 
CurHn. 

Then three weeks later, the 
hard-trying colt broke through 
with his first Grade 1 victory. 


capturing the King’s Bishop 
Stakes at Saratoga on August 
25, by a tenacious length and a 
half, as the 1.3-1 favorite in a 
field of 11. 

In 11 career starts. Hard 
Spun has earned $1,393,470, 
and currently ranks eighth on 
the Hst of all-time leading Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred money-earners. 

Five times this year he’s 
posted Beyer speed figures of 
more than 100, topped by 107 
in the Kentucky Derby and 106 
in both the Haskell and King’s 
Bishop. 

From the next-to-last crop 
of his famed sire (who was also 
bred in Pennsylvania), Hard 
Spun is the latest of numerous 
stakes winners to represent 
EHzabeth Moran’s Brushwood 
Stable in Malvern, Pa., whose 
recent stars also include 
European champion Russian 
Rhythm and milHonaire Master 
Command. 


Hard Spun is the fifth 
named foal and third stakes 
performer from his dam, Turk¬ 
ish Tryst (by Turkoman), whom 
Michael Moran purchased for 
$39,000 at the 1992 Keeneland 
September Yearhng sale. 

Herself a graded-placed 
stakes winner of $84,362, Turk¬ 
ish Tryst is also the dam of the 
2001 Stravinsky mare Our Rite 
of Spring ($141,000, Exoge¬ 
nous S) and stakes-placed Wild 
Current (a 1998 gelding by 
Wild Again).

B ‘‘Live pari-mutuel racing 
arrives, at long last, in Virginia,’’ 
read the headline in Mid-Atlantic 


Thoroughbred when Colonial 
Downs opened for business on 
Labor Day, September 1. 

It was a feel-good day, as a 
crowd of 13,468 turned out, 
patiently “accepted long hnes 
and inexperienced mutuel 
clerks. . and roared when the 
gates opened for the first race. 


Even though the stable area 
was a work in progress, it and 
the “silky main track” were get¬ 
ting positive reviews. The fea¬ 
ture race of the day, the New 
Kent Stakes for 2-year-olds, 
was won by Victory GaUop. 

B John Forbes, horsemen’s 
advocate—as president of the 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Benevolent Associ¬ 
ation—and one of New Jersey’s 
leading trainers, had his biggest 
horse ever in Tale of the Cat, a 
Storm Cat colt he purchased as 
a yearhng for $375,000. 

Racing for a limited part¬ 
nership under the banner of 
Phantom House Farm, Tale of 
the Cat most recently flew to 
victory in the Grade 2 King’s 
Bishop Stakes at Saratoga—^his 
third win in four career starts. 

B The 7-year-old Maryland- 
bred Awad surpassed $3 million 
in earnings when winning the 
Grade 1 Sword Dancer Invita-

B Windfields Farm’s newest 
stallion acquisition, Irish and 
French Derby winner Assert 
(Ire), became the highest-priced 
stallion to enter smd in the 
region when he was syndicated 
for $625,000 a share, placing 
his value at $25 million. Only 
Kentucky sires Conquistador 
Cielo and Storm Bird had been 
syndicated for more. 

Still in training in Europe, 
3-year-old Assert (from the 
first crop of Be My Guest) 
would stand his first season at 
Windfields in 1983. 

Named champion at 3 in 
France, Assert got off to a quick 
start at stud, siring Grade 1 winner 
Timely Assertion in his first crop. 
When Windfields closed in 1988, 
Assert was moved to Ashford Stud 
in KentucJy, hut soon returned to 
France. He sired 35 hlack-tppe win¬ 
ners, including two champions, from 
13 crops. 

B Ryehill Farm’s Smartaire, 
named broodmare of the year 


tional Handicap at Saratoga, in 
which he also set a new course 
record for the mile and a half 
(2:23%). It was Awad’s 11th 
stakes win from 65 starts (he 
also had 17 stakes placings) for 
owner/breeder Ryehill Farm. 

B Expected to be in operation 
by July 1, video lottery termi¬ 
nals (VLTs) were still not up 
and running at Charles Town as 
of early September. The track, 
which was undergoing massive 
renovations to accommodate 
the VLTs, had gone ahead with 
plans to expand its number of 
race days from four to five a 
week. 

Daily average purse distri¬ 
bution was $33,000, although 
Charles Town’s director of rac¬ 
ing and assistant general man¬ 
ager, Dickie Moore, expected it 
to be nearly $40,000 by the end 
of the year. 

Charles Town's average daily 
purse distribution in 2007 is 
$176,717 (as of August 25).

Smartaire had not produced 
anything of note when she 
was purchased by Ryehill for 
$36,000 in 1972.

B Records were broken at the 
Maryland Sales Agency’s select¬ 
ed fall yearhng sale held in 
Timonium when 142 yearhngs 
brought more than $2 milhon, 
the first time a yearhng sale in 
the Mid-Atlantic region gener¬ 
ated a multimilhon dollar 
return. The average of $14,119 
was also a record. 

The top price of $82,000 
was spent by Dick Brooks of 
Charisma Stables for a Mary- 
land-bred fiUy by Master Derby 
bred by Alberta Thompson 
Bonsai and sold in the name of 
Bonsai’s Roslyn Farm.

B News came from Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm 
of two notable retirements: 
the decision to pension 
2 6-year-old Discovery, the 
patriarch of the Glyndon, 
Md., stud; and the end of the 
racing career of 7-year-old 
gelding Social Outcast, the 
ninth-leading money winner in 
history who was injured dur¬ 
ing a gallop on the beach at 
Del Mar while preparing for a 
racing comeback. 

Discovery, who earher that 
summer had a daughter top 
the Saratoga yearhng sale, was 
beginning to feel the effects 
of old age. 

Purchased by Vanderbilt as 
a 2-year-old from Adolphe 
Pons, as agent for Walter Sal¬ 
mon, Discovery was the first 
of Vanderbilt’s great race 
horses. His career was sum- 
marixed by The Maryland Horse: 
“Discovery won at distances 
from five and a half furlongs 
to a mile and a quarter under 
all track conditions. In 33 
starts at four and five his aver¬ 
age impost was 131 pounds. 
He registered 10 of his 27 
victories while carrying 130 
pounds or more: two he won 
with 130, one with 131, three 
with 132, two with 135, one 
with 136 and one with 139.” 

As a sire. Discovery was 
having one of his best years 
ever in 1957, led by his son 
Find, and his reputation as a 
broodmare sire was already 
legendary. 

Social Outcast (Shut Out— 
Pansy, by * Sickle), a member 
of Sagamore’s famed crop of 
1950 (which included Native 


Dancer and Find), retired with 
earnings of $668,300 while 
winning 18 of 58 starts. A 
stakes winner at 2, 4 and 5 
(he had been injured at 3 and 
missedmostof the year). Social 
Outcast won such races as the 
Whitney, Rem sen and Sunset 
Handicaps, Narragansett 
Special and eight other stakes, 
and was stakes-placed an addi¬ 
tional 14 times. 

B Two renowned steeplechase 
families took the two features 
contested at the Fair HiU, Md., 
meeting, which was held on 
consecutive Saturdays in 
September. 

Crag capmred the Fox- 
catcher National Steeplechase 
in course record time for owner 
Mrs. Alfred J. Smithwick, 
trainer Mikey Smithwick and 
rider Paddy Smithwick. 

Mrs. Michael G. Walsh’s 
Rythminhim, back to winning 
form after fracmring his pel¬ 
vis the year before, accounted 
for the Manly Steeplechase 
Handicap. He was ridden by 
Tommy Walsh, nephew of 
trainer Mickey Walsh. 

The Smithwick brothers, Mikey 
and Paddy, and Tommy Walsh and 
Mickey Walsh, are all members of 
the Racing Hall of Fame. 

B PimHco officials made the 
decision to keep the track 
open throughout the winter, 
due to the short hiatus between 
the end of Pimlico’s meet in 
December and the opening of 
Bowie in February. 

The consensus was that 
the short interim between the 
meets “. . . promises to keep 
many horsemen in the area 
throughout the winter, fore¬ 
stalling the expense of large 
Florida shipping bills, while 
affording trainers opportunity 
to freshen their stock.”

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Meeting the board: 
Jo Ann Hayden 

Part of a continuing series of profiles ofMHBA directors 


O f the five success¬ 
ful candidates in this year's 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation board of directors 
election, only one is new to the 
board. 

That is JoAnn Hayden, who 
gained election in her first ap¬ 
pearance on the ballot. 

Hayden, 60, brings a wide 
range of experience to the 
post. A full-time partner with 
her husband, David, in the 
operation of their highly suc¬ 
cessful Dark Hollow Farm in 
Upperco, Md., Hayden is re¬ 
tired from a 30-year career as 
an elementary school teacher. 
She is a lifelong horsewoman, 
with an infectious enthusiasm 
for the business of breeding, 
raising and racing Thorough¬ 
breds. 

"It's a happy and exciting 
life," says Hayden, who pro¬ 
vides hands-on care and su¬ 
pervision for approximately 
25 broodmares and their off¬ 
spring at three farms operat¬ 
ing under the Dark Hollow 
banner in northern Baltimore 
County. In addition to the 70- 
acre home farm, the Haydens 
recently developed a new fa¬ 
cility, Safely Home Farm, on 
76 acres, and they lease anoth¬ 
er 50-acre property nearby. 

Dark Hollow—which this 
year prepped 22 yearlings for 
auction—is a private estab¬ 
lishment, with its services for 
outside clients limited to only 


a few longstanding associates. 
However, the Haydens have 
multiple partners in the ma¬ 
jority of their horses. 

JoAnn has worked side-by- 
side with her husband since 
the couple purchased Dark 
Hollow in 1974. Together, they 
have bred, foaled, raised and/ 
or sold more than 30 stakes 
horses, including 15 graded 
stakes performers, topped by 
the inimitable Safely Kept. 
The 1989 Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning sprinter. Safely Kept (by 
longtime Maryland sire Hora- 
tius) was bred from the mod¬ 
estly credentialed mare Safely 
Home, whom the Haydens 
claimed for $11,500. 

The latest star to hit the 
ground at Dark Hollow is cur¬ 
rent Grade 2-winnmg juvenile 
Ready's Image, sold by the 
Haydens for $410,000 at the 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale. 

From early childhood, 
JoAnn Hayden (whose maid¬ 
en name was Major) had twin 
passions: animals and chil¬ 
dren. Growing up in north¬ 
western Baltimore City, "I al¬ 
ways knew I wanted to teach 
school," she said. She graduat¬ 
ed from Western High School 
and Towson University, and 
taught at Timber Grove Ele¬ 
mentary in Reisterstown until 
retiring in 2000. 

Her interest in Thorough¬ 
bred racing had been nurtured 



by her father, a longtime fan, 
and uncle, who was employed 
for many years in the money 
room at Maryland tracks. 

But she and her husband 
were involved with show 
horses until they had a shared 
epiphany while watching the 
television broadcast of Secre¬ 
tariat's spellbinding victory in 
the 1973 Belmont Stakes. 

David Hayden, who oper¬ 
ates a successful advertising 
agency on the second floor of 
the broodmare barn at Dark 
Hollow, served on the MHBA 
board for many years; after 
two consecutive terms, he 
was ineligible for reelection 
in 2006. Rather than stand for 
election in 2007, he deferred to 
JoAnn. 

"I like to think I'll contrib¬ 
ute in a positive way," she 
says, adding that she has "al¬ 
ways been a very optimistic

Before winning the Twixt 
Stakes, Paying Off was one of 
the best Maryland-bred fillies 
of her generation without a 
stakes victory to her credit. 

Patience paid off for owner 
Morgan Wayson and trainer 
Jerry Robb in the Twixt, as the 
3-year-old daughter of Malibu 
Moon ranged up on the out¬ 
side in the stretch and pre¬ 
vailed by a length, defeating 
seven Maryland-bred rivals. 

The runner-up was Wel¬ 
come Inn, Richard Golden's 
homebred who captured last 


year's Maryland Juvenile 
Filly Championship Stakes 
in which Paying Off finished 
third. 

Paying $14.60 to win. Pay¬ 
ing Off also defeated Ethan's 
Car, a Robert Meyerhoff 
homebred who was installed 
as 4-5 favorite in the Twixt, 
based on her two recent plac- 
ings in open stakes company 
at Monmouth Park. 

Completing the field were 
Bugs Day, Bea Lucky Please, 
Magamoo, Marias Golden 
Rose and Anofficerandalady. 
Paying Off carried 116 pounds 
(equaling the impost of 
Ethan's Car, but receiving six 
pounds from Welcome Inn). 
Final time for the mile was 
1:41.08. 

"Before she ever ran I really 
liked her," said Robb, who 
celebrated his 100th career 
stakes win when Paying Off 
captured the Twixt. "Then she 
ran a few disappointing races. 
But she's getting better and 
better with time." 

Paying Off had placed in 
added-money company five 
times, and lost by a head to 
Laila's Punch in the unre¬ 


stricted Smart Halo Stakes 
last March at Laurel. In her 
last three starts (two of which 
were stakes placings), she'd 
tried a range of options—from 
five and a half furlongs on the 
dirt to a mile and a sixteenth 
on turf. 

The Twixt, her third win in 
16 starts, boosted Paying Off's 
earnings to $151,380. Wayson 
purchased her for $14,000 at 
the 2005 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 

From Malibu Moon's 
last crop conceived in Mary¬ 
land, Paying Off was bred by 
Claude Schoch, in the name of 
High Mountain Farm LLC. 

Schoch, who notched his 
first stakes win as a breeder 
with Paying Off's score in the 
Twixt, maintains 600-acre 
High Mountain Farm near 
Middleburg, Va. The former 
owner of a computer software 
company, he has owned horses 
since 1998, and routinely foals 
his mares in Maryland in or¬ 
der to participate in the Mary¬ 
land Fund program. 

Schoch purchased Paying 
Off's dam. Chief Witch (GB), 
at the 1998 Doncaster spring 
sale, a national hunt auction 
in England. The mare (by 
Chief's Crown's son Be My 
Chief) was 3 at the time, and 
Schoch intended to race her. 
He credits Patti Miller of EQB 
Agents and Consultants and 
his friend Doug Fout with ad¬ 
vising him in the purchase. 

Chief Witch was "clocked 
several times flying around 
the track" at the Middleburg 
Training Center, reported 
Schoch. But she ran off with 
an exercise rider one day and 
fractured a coffin bone, end¬ 
ing her prospects for a racing 
career. 

Based on pedigree, Schoch 
selected Malibu Moon, then 
an unproven stallion standing 
at Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, as a mate for Chief Witch. 
The mare produced Malibu 
Moon fillies for three years in 
a row, with Paying Off being 
the last and by far the best of 
the trio. 

Malibu Moon relocated 
to Castleton Lyons farm in 
Lexington, Ky, in the fall of 
2003, based on the success of 


his first crop that came to the 
races that year. 

Schoch bred only one more 
foal from Chief Witch—a 2006 
filly by Malibu Moon's half- 
brother Parker's Storm Cat— 
before selling her privately 
last year.

The Humphrey S. Finney 
Stakes, named for the found¬ 
ing editor of The Maryland 
Horse, attracted some storied 
competitors for its 22th run¬ 
ning on August 18. 

The first three finishers are 
all from widely accomplished 
families of Maryland-breds. 

P V Lightening, who scored 
by two lengths in the mile and 
an eighth turf event for Mary- 
land-bred 3-year-olds, is the 
final foal from his dam, Mc¬ 
Kilts (by Deputed Testamony), 
who starred in the 1990 Mary¬ 
land Million Oaks. Both the 
son and mother were bred by 
Michael and Patricia Suther¬ 
land's North Highland Farm 
in Barnesville. P V Lightening 
races for the Sutherlands in 
partnership with their friends 
Dave Chappell and Bill Per¬ 
shin. 

The runner-up and 8-5 fa¬ 
vorite in the Finney was Rob¬ 
ert E. Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh 
LLC homebred Encaustic, a 
full brother to Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaire and 2001 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year Include, as well as to four 
other stakes performers, all 
sired by Meyerhoff's Grade 1 
winner and leading sire Broad 
Brush. 

And in third place was Ti¬ 
ger Rag (by Maryland-based 
sire Jazz Club). Owned and 
bred by the Sutherlands' 










neighbor Carey K. Miller, Ti¬ 
ger Rag is the fourth foal and 
first stakes performer from 
Miller's good stakes winner 
Holiday Ball (by Black Tie Af¬ 
fair-Ire), whose dam, Angelina 
County (by Rollicking), was 
Miller's all-time star perform¬ 
er. Angelina County, a multi¬ 
ple stakes winner of $340,857, 
was champion Maryland-bred 
3-year-old filly in 1987. 

McKilts was the first 
stakes winner to represent 
the Sutherlands. They sold 
her privately in the fall of her 
3-year-old season, three days 
before her victory in the Mary¬ 
land Million. McKilts later 
placed in graded company 
and retired with a total of 12 
wins or placings to her credit 
and earnings of $260,968. 

As McKilts passed from 
one owner to another—she 
went through the sales ring 
at Keeneland on four separate 
occasions during her brood¬ 
mare career—the Sutherlands 
kept up with her where¬ 
abouts. 

Finally in early 2002, when 
McKilts was 15 years old. 


Eight Maryland-breds 
went through the ring at the 
Fasig-Tipton Selected Year¬ 
lings sale at Saratoga on Au¬ 
gust 6 and 7, and each of them 
sold for $100,000 or more. 

The top-selling Maryland- 
bred, at $330,000, was a filly 
out of 2003 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Shine Again. 
By El Prado (Ire), the filly was 


the Sutherlands bought her 
privately from a breeder in 
Canada, and brought her back 
home. 

By then she had produced 
seven foals. Of the five who 
raced, all were winners and 
one was a minor stakes winner. 

McKilts produced only one 
named foal for the Suther¬ 
lands. That is P V Lightening, 
by Sultry Song. Trained by 
Gary Capuano, P V Lighten¬ 
ing was making his sixth ca¬ 
reer start and first stakes at¬ 
tempt when he won the 
Finney in 1:47.12. Behind the 
first three finishers were Or¬ 
dered to Listen, Magic Maker, 
Silent Assassin, Roaring Lion, 
Gammy's a Winner and 
Scratch Me. 

It was the second ca¬ 
reer win for P V Lightening, 
who had not finished in the 
money since scoring in his 
debut, a six-furlong maiden 
special weight at Pimlico last 
April. His earnings now total 
$51,264. 

McKilts died in early 2005 
after aborting a foal by Eastern 
Echo. But the Sutherlands still 


bred by Bohemia Stable, the 
breeding operation carried on 
by the heirs of Allaire duPont, 
Shine Again's breeder who 
died in January 2006. 

Walnut Green was agent 
in the sale of Shine Again's 
daughter, who was purchased 
by Edward and Robert Evans.

The Sutherlands 
were just getting started in the 
business at the time, and Merle 
Halton was one of their first 
broodmare purchases.

Maryland Horse 
Industry Board 
awards grants 


Therapeutic programs, 
equine rescue organizations, 
youth clubs, educational and 
research programs are among 
the 17 organizations receiving 
more than $23,000 in grants 
this year from the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board. The 
grants help to strengthen the 
industry by building aware¬ 


ness of and involvement in 
the horse industry through re¬ 
search, education and promo¬ 
tional activities. 

'The equine industry is an 
integral part of Maryland's 
cultural and economic heri¬ 
tage," said state Agriculture 
Secretary Roger Richardson. 
"The scope and value of proj¬ 


ects that the board evaluated 
illustrates the demand for 
these grants, and the 'feed 
fund' continues to make it 
possible to support more of 
those requests." 

The Maryland Feed Fund, 
established during the 2002 
legislative session, provides 
an ongoing source of money 
to promote the horse industry. 
The refundable $2 per ton as¬ 
sessment on equine feed costs 
about $1 per horse per year to 
the horse owner and supports 
this grant program as well as 
other promotional, research 
and outreach activities under¬ 
taken by the Maryland Horse 
Industry Board. 


In 2007, the board received 
34 grant applications totaling 
more than $190,000 with indi¬ 
vidual requests ranging from 
$500 to $75,000. Since 2001, the 
board has awarded 156 grants 
totaling more than $179,000. 

The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board was established 
in 1998 to promote and devel¬ 
op the horse industry. For 
more information, visit www.

Harford County looks toward 
building its own horse park 


The Harford County 
Council voted unanimously at 
its August 7 meeting to ap¬ 
point a task force that will 
study the feasibility of a horse 
park within the county. 

"There is a lot of will to 
move forward locally [on a 


horse park]," said William K. 
Boniface, the County Council 
president who is also a promi¬ 
nent figure within Maryland's 
Thoroughbred industry. Boni¬ 
face manages the breeding 
division at family-owned Bo¬ 
nita Farm in Darlington, and 


is a past president and cur¬ 
rent secretary-treasurer of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation. 

Plans for a state-run horse 
park in Anne Arundel County 
were abandoned earlier this 
year, after the project met with 


strong opposition from lead¬ 
ers in that county. 

"Here we have the ag com¬ 
munity and politicians behind 
the idea," Boniface told the 
Baltimore Sun. "We can do a 
Harford horse park, and if we 
are quick about it, the state 
will probably come in with 
us." 

The Harford County task 
force has 90 days to study lo¬ 
cations, possible uses and a 
management structure for the 
project. ^

A crowd 
of 15,568 turned out for 
the program. 

Vincent Annarella^s 
Holly Crest Farm got 
a win with homebred 
Carrots Only, who 
ran down pacesetter 
Fagedaboudit Sal to 
post a neck victory in 
the featured $135,000 
Charles Hesse Jersey 
Breeders^ Handicap for 
3-year-olds and up. 

Trainer John Mazza, 
who scored his first 
victory of the meet, said, 
"He ran a big one. iVe 
been with Holly Crest 
Farm for 40 years and 
Charlie [Hesse] was 
a dear friend, so this 
means a lot.” 

Hesse was a long- 
prominent New Jersey 
breeder who died in 
November 2006. 

Carrots Only covered 
the mile and a sixteenth 



Joey P. won the Friendly Lover Handicap for the second time for owner/breeder John Petrini. 
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over a fast main track in 
1:42.53 as the favorite in 
the field of eight colts 
and geldings. Midnight 
Express was seven and a 
quarter lengths back to 
in third. 

"At the eighth pole 
I wasn’t sure I’d get 
there,” said winning 
rider Chris DeCarlo. "At 
the sixteenth pole I was 
a little more confident. 

I just sat back early with 
this horse and made my 
move in the middle of 
the turn. After that he 
just kept on coming.” 

The Hesse win 
was the eighth victory 
in 31 starts for the 
6-year-old Carrots Only 
(Defrere—Veggie, by 
Brocco), who won this 
race two years ago. His 
lifetime earnings stand 
at $364,828. 

In the $110,000 
Friendly Lover 
Handicap, also for 
3-year-olds and up, Joey

Beau), a 5-year-old 
who has now earned 
$579,333. 

The $ 110,000 Jersey 
Girl Handicap for fillies 
and mares, 3 and up, saw 
Jenny Bean Girl close 
down the center of the 
track and post a length 
and a quarter win after 
covering the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:44.77. 


Jenny Bean Girl, 
who campaigns as a 
homebred for Dr. Joseph 
Birnbaum’s Ocean 
View Stables, got her 
second stakes victory of 
the year, adding to the 
Spruce Fir Handicap 
on June 27. Jersey Gia 
finished second and 
Solar Powered, the early 
pacesetter, tired to be 
third. 

"She wasn’t much 
as a 2-year-old, so we

Newjersey stallions dominate Festival 


T he Newjersey Thoroughbred 
Festival on August 26 at

races on the card, including the $110,000 
Friendly Lover Handicap and the $135,000 
Charles Hesse Jersey Breeders’ Handicap. 

Joey P., hero of the Friendly Lover, is by 
Close Up, a son of Capote standing at C&R 


Horse Farm in Milmay. Close Up is out of 
the Fappiano mare Video Piano, whose dam 
was the outstanding race mare Videogenic. 

Carrots Only, winner of the Charles 
Hesse Handicap, represents leading 
Newjersey sire Defrere. A full brother 
to champion and nationally leading sire 
D eh ere, Defrere stands at Walnford Stud 
in Allentown. His 2007 progeny earnings 
exceed $1.1 million. 


Other New Jersey-sired winners on 
the Festival card were Highland Lass and 
Warning Call (both by the late Sailor’s 
Warning, who stood at Colonial Farms), 
Freedom Caller (by Caller 1. D., who stood 
at Walnford Stud) and Primo Nova (by 
Colonial Farms’s Private Interview). 
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Talkin About Love captures 
Monmouth Breeders’ Cup Oaks-G3 



T alkin About Love made history 
on August 12 when she became 
the first New Jersey-bred to win 
the $200,000 Monmouth Breeders^ 

Cup Oaks-G3. First contested in 1871, 
the Monmouth Oaks is the oldest 
Oaks run in North America. 

Bred, owned and trained by Kevin 
Sleeter, Talkin About Love scored by 
a length and three-quarters to remain 
undefeated in five starts this year and 
record her first stakes win. 

Talkin About Love moved to the 
lead at the quarter pole and held all her 
rivals at bay. "She didn’t mind getting 
behind horses at all,” said winning 
jockey Stewart Elliott. "When I was 


ready to go, she just took off I only 
rode her in her last race and she really 
impressed me. She came out today and 
ran great. She’s a very talented filly and 
showed it.” 

Talkin About Love covered the mile 
and a sixteenth over a fast main track 
in 1:43.78 and earned $135,000 for 
her efforts; that amount included an 
additional $15,000 in the form of a 30 
percent bonus paid to the owner of a 
New Jersey-bred horse who finishes 
first, second or third an open race. 

A daughter of Not For Love out 
of the Northern Idol mare She’s 
Jane, Talkin About Love has banked 
$298,208 from 10 career starts. 


Graded winner Don Six to Greenfields 


D on Six, a six-time stakes winner, 
will stand the 2008 season at 
Frances Purdey’s Greenfields Farm 
near Colts Neck, NJ. 

A 7-year-old son of Wild Escapade, Don 
Six recorded the fourth-fastest Beyer speed 
figure (117) in 2005 while winning the six- 


furlong Paumonok Handicap in 1:08.86. 
That triumph came right after a score in 
the Gravesend Handicap-G3, in which the 
final time was 1:08.97. 

Racing as a homebred for Patricia A. 
Generazio, who continues to own him, 
Don Six won 10 of 29 starts and earned 


$612,123. He is out of multiple stakes 
producer Concorde’s Beauty (by Concorde 
Bound). 

Don Six will stand for $2,500 live foal. 


Monmouth Coaching Invitational helps 
raise awareness of land preservation 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of Newjersey 
partnered with the Monmouth 
Conservation Foundation, National 
Four-In-Hand Club, New York 
Coaching Club, Rerun and Monmouth 
Park to create a historic three-day 
coaching drive, the Monmouth 
Coaching Invitational.

Summer postscripts: 

Thoroughbred Retirement Foundation, James River Chapter 


D uring the recent meet at Colonial Downs, the VHBPA again 
offered the Groom Elite training course developed and adminis¬ 
tered by Dr. Reid McLeUan for the National HBPA in Lexington, Ky. 
The six-week course, taught on dark days in the VHBPA building by 
Dr. McLeUan and local trainer Mary Sue Query, featured instruction 
for grooms and hotwalkers in basic horse anatomy, nutrition, behavior, 
bandaging, tacking and safety. 

This year’s program included observers from the Virginia 
Department of Corrections and the James River Chapter of the 
Thoroughbred Retirement Foundation. Working together, the DOC 
and TRF developed a “people helping horses, horses helping people” 
project for the James River Correctional Center, formerly a state 
prison farm located on 1,200 acres in Goochland County just west of 
Richmond. They decided to use the Groom Elite training curricula 
and teaching methods in their program. 

The James River project, which got off the ground late this sum¬ 
mer, provides a home for retired race horses and at the same time 
teaches correctional center residents how to care for horses, a skUl that 
may later be put to use in the job market. 

Home for the hard-running race track retirees eventuaUy wUl 
include up to 50 acres of roUing fenced grassland with barns and run- 
in sheds. The first barn renovated by the inmates, an old brick and 
wood structure for dairy cows, was painted and fitted with seven staUs, 
a feed/storage room, and a hay loft. 

Inmates are taught to care for the horses (leading in and out, 
mucking stalls, grooming, feeding, etc.) by corrections officers trained 
as instructors by Dr. McLeUan. The instructors use the Groom Elite 
curricula and materials to teach the students. As is the case with 
the VHBPA race track program, training at the James River facility 
involves a combination of classroom instruction and hands-on work. 

Robin WUliams, former chairman of the Virginia Racing 
Commission, is the guiding spirit behind this joint venture in 
Goochland County.Though the DOC is paying to upgrade the facility 
for general use, the TRF is responsible for raising additional funds for 
specific upgrades necessary for horses, a sum estimated to be around 
$50,000. The TRF wUl, of course, also provide retired horses for the 
program.

End of meet statistics: good and otherwise 

Colonial Downs ended its 11th season of racing with numbers that 
bode weU for the future of live racing in Virginia. Average daUy atten¬ 
dance (1,996) for the 40-day summer meet increased 11 percent over 
last year. On-track live handle increased by 10 percent to a daUy aver-

age of $127,032. AU-source handle (in-state and out-of-state) reached 
a record daUy average of $1,262,689. 

Included in those numbers is Virginia Derby day, on July 21, that 
set a record for attendance (8,964), as well as for one-day handle 
($4,537,508).Todd Pletchers $76 longshot Red Giant won the $1 mU- 
lion. Grade 2 mUe and a quarter turf race in record time (1:59:62) and 
subsequently finished second in the Secretariat-G1 at Arlington Park, 
the third leg in the Jacobs Entertainment $5 million Grand Slam of 
Grass. 

The numbers near and dear to the hearts of owners and trainers— 
daUy purses—^were also at record levels. Total purse distribution (stakes 
and overnights) averaged $226,379 a day for 40 days. Overnight purses 
averaged $151,879 per day with an average of $17,609 per race, repre¬ 
senting a 12 percent increase over last year. 

Colonials strong performance was generated by racing on its 180- 
foot-wide turf course, which has eight different raU settings. Eighty- 
one percent of the meet was run on the turf with an average of 9.6 
starters per race, up from last years 9.1 starters. AH races (turf and dirt) 
averaged 9.1 starters compared to last years 8.7 starters. 

Even notoriously hard-to-fiU dirt races registered an increase in 
average starters, with 8.4 per race up from last years 7.9. That was 
no doubt influenced by a VHBPA “down and dirty” bonus program. 
Trainers running horses in low level claiming races on the dirt ($5,000 
to $10,000 claiming price) received $200 for winning; $100 for second; 
$75 for third; and, $50 for fourth through eighth. By the end of the 
meet, trainers had collected a total of $18,125 in bonus money. 

Unfortunately, summer racing at Colonial also produced a disturb¬ 
ing statistic. Seven horses suffered catastrophic breakdowns. Six were on 
the turf, including one steeplechaser, and one was on the main track. 
There was no readily apparent common feature in the breakdowns. 
Speed may have been the culprit.Though a detailed analysis has not yet 
been done, the summer races on firm turf seemed lightning fast. 

An eighth horse collapsed and died at the end of a race. A necropsy 
suggested heart failure.
